—Maj. Gen. Bela Kiraly of the 
Hungarian army has reached 
the United States. It can now 
be disclosed that he-was com- 
mander of the Hungarian patri- 
ots who fought in Budapest 
against the Soviet army. 


Gen. Kiraly said that the Rus- | 


sian command on Nov. 4 opened 
up on the helpless city of Buda- 
pest the most massive artillery 
barrage since the Red army 
pounded Berlin to bits in the 
last days of World War II. 

It would be worth his life to 
go back.to Hungary. He fled 
across the countryside to Aus- 
tria when all hope was lost. 
American intelligence agents 
got him to this country. It was 
not generally known until to- 
day that he was still alive. 

Next week he will go before 
the United Nations to give his 
account of how the Soviets, 
Hungarian traitors, 
crushed the five-day-old democ- 


racy of Premier Imre Nagy. 


His story is a tragic one of 
being hopelessly outmanned and 
outgunned by the Russians, dis- 
obeyed by Stalinist officers in 
his own command and hard- 
cuffed by a naive Premier who 
thought he could bargain with 
the Russians in good faith right 
up to the point where Red 
tanks opened fire on the Hun- 
garian Parliament. 

Kiraly is 44 years old, a ca- 
reer officer in the Hungarian 
army. Five years ago he was 
arrested by the Communists on 
espionage charges and _  sen- 
tenced to death. He had been 
in prison under that sentence 
until the revolt broke in 
October. 

On Oct. 28 freedom fighters 
broke into the prison hospital. 
Virtually all of the Communist 
guards had filed. The rebels

Defects in the charter have 
hampered both day-to-day activ- 
ities and long-range planning 
by county officials, Supervisor 
Luman F. Matthews said. 

Matthews was one of a group 
of county officials and others 
who appraised accomplishments 


and shortcomings of the home- 
rule charter in the light of ex- 
perience since it went into 


effect Jan. 1, 1951, as the coun- | 


tv’s basic document of govern- 
ment. 


Many Features Praised. 


Matthews praised many fea- 
tures of the charter and the 
work of other county officials 
in activating its principles. 

“However, there are weak- 


nesses that need revision,’ “he 
said. 
One of the most serious. he 


said, is a requirement limiting 
expenditures to the level of 
revenue received in the last 
fiscal year plus any cash bal- 
ance on hand and new sources 
of revenue. In the face o3 
rapid county development, this 
provision has made it difficult 
to pay for new and expanded 
services, he said. 

“The result is that we have 
held back long-range planning 
for the coumty,” Matthews said 
“We have had to use our limited 
funds to try to meet our day-to- 
day needs. 

“We need authority to base 
Our expenditures on current 
revenue to take advantage of 
increasing tax collections. Or 
we may need a new source of 
revenue of the painless, pay-as- 
you-go type like a gasoline tax 
or automobile licensing law.” 

Limitations on Supervisor. 

Insufficient administrative au- 
thority for the supervisor was 
another defect cited by Mat- 
thews. He pointed out that the 
Public Works Department is the 
only large department over 
which he has direct control. 

Nearly all other offices and 
departments are headed by in- 
dependently elected officials. 

Failure of the charter to es- 
tablish the position of budget 
director was another shortcom- 
ing listed by Matthews. At pres- 
ent, preparation of the annual 
county btdget is Matthew's re- 
sponsibility. 

Matthews expressed hope 
that the county council will act 
soon on a recommendation he 
made last August for appoint- 
ment of a citizens’ committee to 
consider needed revisions in the 
charter and state legislation to 
provide more effective home 
rule. 

The recommendation was 
tabled without action by the 
council last October until some 
time in 1957. Matthews said 
he soon will ask the council 
again to give speedy considera- 
tion to his proposal 

Consolidation of some county 
offices to achieve a shorter bal- 
lot was one of several possible 
charter revisions proposed for 
study by Councilman James A.

“So many important admin- 
istrative officers are elective 
and not subject to supervision 
and co-ordination by the super- 
visor that he is left without ef- 
fective administrative control,” 
Brannon said. 

The charter made no change 
in 28 elective county offices 
that operated under the old 
county court system. 


A charter provision under 
which council meetings were 
set on a weekly basis was 
criticized by John J. McAtee, 
first county counselor ander 
the home-rule system 


“Meetings once a week make 
it difficult for councilmen to 
give detailed study to ordin- 
ances,’ he said. 

He said there is a need, too. 
for amending the State Consti- 
tution to broaden the powers 
that can be conferred on a 
county by a home-rule charter. 

“St. Louis county does not 
have as many powers as a city 
of the first class,” he stated. 

Alfred H. Kerth, chairman of 
the commission that drafted 
the charter, agreed that short- 
comings have shown up in the 
docunient since its adoption at 
a special election March 28, 
1950. 

Some of these have resulted 
from more rapid growth in the 
county than was expected, he 
said. 

“Others result from the fact 
that the commission felt it must 
write a charter that stood some- 
where between the extreme 
views presented to it. We felt 
the charter was the best one 
that would be accepted by the 
voters.” 

Only One in State. 

Kerth pointed out that St. 
Louis county is the only home- 
rule county in Missouri. Pro- 
posed charters were defeated 
in Jackson and Buchanan coun- 
ties shortly before the St. Louis 
county charter was adopted, he 
Said 

All of those questioned agreed 
that substantial benefits have 
resulted from the charter. 

Among the major accomplish- 
ments listed were: 

Home rule: replacement of 
the old county court, which 
combined administrative and 
quasi-legislative functions, by 
separate executive and legisla- 
tive branches; balancing of the 
budget with an end to deficit 
spending. 

Civil service for four depart- 
ments; greater citizen participa- 
tion in county government; pro- 
vision by the county of some 
services to municipalities on a 
contractual basis. 

Shifting of employes from 
one office to another as sea- 
sonal needs vary; obtaining of 
ordinance-making authority and 
police power: transfer of law- 
enforcement functions from the 
sheriff's office to the new, non- 
political police department: 
competitive bidding on borrow- 
ing and depositing of county 
funds, and reduction in borrow- 
ing of money in anticipation of 
tax collections.

Representative Roy Hamlin of 
Hannibal will be elected to his 
fourth term as Speaker of the 
House, and Representative Rich- 
ard H. Ichord of Texas county 
will be named speaker pro tem.

Dulles 
knows what he does not want 
to propose and he knows the 
objectives he is seeking. 

He is not proposing any new 
treaty commitment which would 


require a two-thirds vote of 


‘those present and voting in the 


Senate. He is not thinking at 
this time of proposing United 
States adherence to the Bagh- 


dad Pact, which binds Turkey, 


Iraq, Iran, Pakistan and Britain 
to help one another in the event 
of aggression against any one 
of them.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (UP) 
—About 2,800,000 service men 
and their dependents will be- 
come eligible for participation 
in the regular federal Social 
Security program on Jan. 1. 

The New Year also will mark 
the end of the $10,000 free life 
insurance policy previously 
granted to all service men. In 
its place, the armed forces will 
initiate a new confpensation 
plan for the survivors of men 
who die of service-connected 
causes. 

The Government-paid pro- 
‘gram, of $10,000 in insurance 
for service men was started 
after the outbreak of the Ko- 


tional Service Life Insurance 
plan of World War II- under 
which servicemen paid premi- 
umg and could continue the in- 
surance on discharge. 

The changes stem from the 
so-called Service men’s and Vet- 
erans’ Survivors Benefits Act 
approved by the last Congress. 

The law provides broader sur- 
vivor and retirement benefits 
to members ofthe armed serv- 
ices as a key part of the De- 
fense Department’s campaign 
to make a military career more 
attractive. The campaign is 
expected to continue in the next 
Congress with proposals for 
selective pay increases, better 
housing and better food rations. 

Contributions Start. 

Effect of the new law is to 
bring military personnel per- 
manently within the Social Se- 
curity system. Beginning Tues- 
day they will start contributing 
2\4 per cent of their basic pay 
into the Social Security fund, 
with a maximum annual deduc- 
tion of $94.50. 

With the Social Security 
credit, a career service man 
will have two sources of income 
on retirement — social security 
and his military retirement pay. 
For the draftee or short-time 
recruit, it will mean his hitch 
in uniform no longer will be 
just so much lost time in com- 
puting Social Security benefits. 

If a service man should die 
before reaching military retire- 
ment age. his widow and chil- 
dren would receive survivor 
benefits such as those now go- 
ing to civilian workers 

The law also establishes a 
new benefits plan for depend- 
ents of service men who die 
of service-connected causes— 
either in peace or war. The 
plan replaces the $10,000 free 
insurance policy covering all 
personnel in the armed serv- 
ices. And after Jan. 1 service 
men leaving the service with 
no service-connected disability 
will not be eligible for the 
$10,000 in veterans insurance. 

Balanced Payments. 

The new survivor benefits 
plan will provide a more bal- 
anced level of payments to wi- 
dows, especially in later life, 
and eliminate differences in 
payments between regular and 
reserve service men and be- 
tween wartime and peacetime 
deaths. 

Under the new plan, the wi- 
dow of a service man who dies 
of service-connected causes will 
receive monthly payments of 
$112 plus 12 per cent of the 
service man’s .monthly basic 
pay as long as she remains un- 
married. If a widow is left 
with dependent children under 
age 18, additional income will 
be provided by Social Security 
benefits. The law also in- 
creases the amount of income 
parents of deceased _ service 
men may receive and still re- 
main eligible for survivor bene- 
fits

Canadian Pianist Provides. 
Climactic Spark to Suc- 
cessful Concert: 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN | An urgent plea to all motor- 


Glenn Gould, the 24-year-old 
Canadian pianist, gave a com- 
pellingly vital performance of 
the Beethoven G Major Con- 
certo in his first appearance 
with the St. 
Orchestra last night at 
Auditorium. Viadimir Golsch- 
mann conducted and in addi- 
tion to the concerto his program 
consisted of Beethoven's “Eg- 
mont Overture,” Schoenberg's 
“Transfigured Night” and the 
Moussorgsky-Ravel “Picture At 
An Exhibition.” 


It was a successful concert 
in general, but Gould unques- 
tionably gave it the climactic 
spark, both by his extraordinary 
pianistic facility and his firm 
and sustained contact with the 
music. The shifting moods of 
this concerto, which is bold and 
mysterious, tense and relaxed, 
muscular in its strength and 
delicate in its lyricism, were 
assembled into an organic and 
closely related whole. One 
might disagree with certain de- 
tails of his interpretation but 
its authority and _ conviction 
were manifest in every phrase. 
Ringing brilliance of tone, con- 
sistently crisp _ articulation, 
striking @mphasis at critical 
points, narrow degrees of shad- 
ing and a buoyant rhythmic im- 
pulse were all notable features 
of his playing; and they were 
all built into the steady for- 
ward movement of the big line 

In the slow movement he was 
free to the point of being slight- 
ly too romantic. The piano part 
was not merely a lyrical con- 
trast to the rugged, massive 
statements of the orchestra. It 
took flight into a area of even 
deeper contemplation. But here 
too the conviction behind the 
performance was so great that 
one considered all liberties jus- 
tified 

In response to an ovation 
from the audience Gould played 
two encores, a Bach fugue and 
an excerpt from Bach’s “Gold- 
berg Variations.” Both were 
remarkable for their crisp artic- 
ulation of every detail and their 
perfect voicing. All during his 
performance Gould weaved back 
and forth as if. possessed and no 
doubt he was. 

The orchestra under Conduc- 
tor Golschmann plaved beauti- 
fully in the accompaniment. All 
junction points were reached 
simultaneously with the soloist 
and the two, in Spirit, continu- 
ously reflected one another: 

Golschmann started the eve- 
ning with a virile and alert per- 
formance of the “Egmont” over- 
ture and after the intermission 
took the string section through 
an emotionally intense commun- 
ication of Schoenberg's “Trans- 
figured Night.” 

Forty Hungarian refugees at- 
tended the concert as guests of 
the Symphony Society § and 
heard their first American sym- 
phony orchestra. 

The program will be repeated 
this afternoon.

School Being 
Constructed 


Construction has been 
started on a new $986,000 
junior-senior high school for 
the Parkway Consolidated 


School District on Woods Mill 
road, just nofth of Ladue road 
in St. Louis county. 

The school, designed by Hell- 
muth, Obata & Kassabaum, ar- 
chitects, is to be of “campus” 
plan comprising six buildings 
and designed to accomodate a 
senior high school as well as 
junior high school grades. Lat- 
er, when expanding secondary 
school enrollment requires it, a 
new separate high school is to 
be built and the existing facil- 


ities converted to all-junior 
high use 
Last February, the _ school 


district held an architectural 
competition for development of 
the entire 102-acre site and for 
design of the junior high 
school. Final plans from which 
the school is now being built, 
are considerably modified from 
the winning design submitted 
by Hellmuth, Obata and Kassa- 
baum due to changes in the 
district's educational program. 

These modifications repre- 
sent the results of close study 
and collaboration by the ar- 
chitects, the school board and 
superintendent Dr. Robert D. 
Snyder. “We feel that the pres- 
ent design is. an excellent ar- 
chitectural expression of the 
educational goals and program 
we plan for our secondary 
schools.” Snyder said 

Of the units in the plan, 
three are to be classroom clus- 
ters, one a special classroom 
building, one an administration 
unit and one is to house a gym- 
nasium and cafeteria. 

Central Project Areas. 

Two of the classroom clusters 
are to be identical buildings, 
each containing eight class- 
rooms and equipped with tack- 
board, chalkboard, sinks, coun- 
ter tops and storage space. A 
large central project area open- 
ing onto a private terrace in 
each of the two buildings, is 
designed to provide a central 


gathering place for the stu- 
dents of each of these “little 
schools within a school.” 
Construction of the “little” 
school units is to be wall- 
bearing concrete block, with 


brick facing on the exterior and 
a glass wall in each classroom. 
The project area is to have a 
raised pitched roof of steel 
frame construction, clerestory 
windows on three sides of the 
area, with a fourth wall of glass, 
opening onto a terrace. 

The third classroom cluster, 
on the other side of the campus 
from the first two, is planned 
for use as a senior high school 
building. It is similar in plan 
tao the junior high units, with 
the addition of biology and gen- 
eral science labs. This unit ul- 
timately is to be included in the 
junior high campus when a 
senior high school is built. 

Special Classroom Unit. 

The special: classroom unit 
is to contain rooms for home- 
making, art, ceramics, typing 
and manual arts shops. 

A homemaking room with 
three complete kitchens and fa- 
cilities for sewing classes and 
other home arts, is to open onto 
a courtyard. 

A library, housed in half of 
the administration unit, is to 
contain space for librarian’s of- 
fice, storage and workrooms, 
study areas and a large open 
reading area 

Outside in a courtyard, there 
is to be a circular brick-walled, 
open air reading area. Admin- 
istration unit plans include 
teachers’ lounge, health room, 
storage vault and offices, 
Across a large central plaza, or 
social court, from the adminis- 
tration unit. 

The building to house gym- 
nasium, cafeteria and music 
rooms is to be erected near the 
entrance to the school campus 
so that it can be used for com- 
munity functions independently 
of the rest of the school. The 
gym, with shower and locker 
facilities for girls and boys, is 
to be equipped with a stage, 
dressing rooms and _ storage 
space for chairs. This plan per- 
mits the gym to be used as a 
school auditorium. 

Music instruction and practice 
rooms, in a flat-roofed wing of 
the same building, are to in- 
clude band room, choir room, 
large exercise room, space for 
instrument storage and three 
small practice rooms. 

Sprayed Concrete to Be Used. 

Construction of the school is 
to be wall-bearing concrete 
block with steel frame for raised 
roof and long span area. Ex- 
teriors are planned to be of 
brick, glass and sprayed con- 
crete Interiors are to be 
painted block, with a special 
plastic finish used for kitchen, 
toilet and locker rooms.

A proposed St. Louis County 
Library branch, to be located in 
St. Ann’s promises to be one of 
the more interesting and dra- 
matic library buildings in the 
country, Stewart W. Smith, di- 
rector, said yesterday in dis- 
cussing an architect's drawings 
for the remodeling and conver- 
sion of the old La Cosa The- 
ater, 10267 St. Charles Rock 
road. 

The property, which is in the 
St. Ann's Shopping Center, 
formerly was a 750-seat, air- 
conditioned theater and was ac- 
quired by the library last 
spring, together with an adja- 
cent parking area for 225 cars. 
Kenneth Wischmeyer, architect, 
is completing final working 
drawings for the remodeling. 

The unusual design of the 
exterior, with its high peak 
roof, sloping gables and the dif- 
ferent floor levels of the build- 
ing present unusual opportuni- 
ties for imaginative planning in 
library construction, Smith said. 

To heighten dramatic effect, 
bright colors are to be used in 
the interior. Much of the fur- 
niture is to be of special design 
to avoid institutional appear- 
ance and in keeping with a mod- 
ern decor. Double-faced shelves, 
raised approximately 10 inches 
off the floor, are to be arranged 
informally throughout the main 
room. Wall shelving is planned 
to hang from the walls instead 
of resting on the floor. 

Plans call for glassing in the 
front of the building, facing St. 
Charles Rock road. This service 
area, covering about 4500 square 
feet of floor space and housing 
about 12,000 volumes, is to be 
on three levels, with the differ- 
ent areas set aside for children, 
teenagers and adults.

Home Buyers 


Can Expect 
Higher Prices 


By ROBERT F. MORISON 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP) — 
Home buyers can expect higher 
prices next year and fiaan- aq 
problems about like those this 


year. 


Experts see a continued short- 
age of loan money and no pros- 
pect that labor and materials 
costs—the price of the finished 
house—will go down. 

Builders and lenders do not 
agree on the anticipated volume 
of home building in 1957. Nei- 
ther do the Commerce and La- 
bor departments which keep 
records of all types of construc- 
tion. 

Builders are the most forlorn, 
Some see new housing Starts 
falling below 1,000,000 for the 
first time since 1948. Cammerce 
and labor have forecast about 
1.000.000. Lenders believe 1957 
will approximate this year’s vol- 
ume—about 1.1 million. 

Albert M. Cole, head of the 
housing and home finance agen- 
cy, also expects starts to be 
made on about 1.1 million new 
houses and apartments. 

The Government, to stimulate 
homebuilding without upsetting 
its tight money policy, has tried 
to ease terms on its insured and 
guaranteed home mortgage pro- 
grams. But so far this has had 
no noticeable effect. 

One source of hope lies out- 
side the housing industry. Busi- 
ness has been expanding at a 
record rate. This has created a 
tremendous demand for funds, 
supplied to a large extent from 
savings and loans. This latter 
source is regarded as inflation- 
ary and the Federal Reserve 
Board has slowed it down by 
raising interest rates to make 
borrowing increasingly expen- 
sive 

Many experts are now con- 
vinced business expansion is be- 
ginning to slow down. If true, 
more funds may be available to 
invest in home mortagages. 

Typical of what has happened 
in home building is the growth 
of conventional mortgages — 
those made directly with a sav- 
ings and loan, bank, or similar 
institution, without government 
backing through V.A. or FHA. 

The National Savinge and 
Loan League estimates that of 
the total $27.7 billion loaned in 
mortgages this vear, 60 per cant 


were conventionals. .The rest 
FHA and V.A, In 1955 49 per 
cent of the mortgages closed 


were conventionals. Another in- 
crease is expected in 1957.

Highest Number Since 1953 
—23 of Victims Had 
Salk Vaccine.

Poliomyelitis cases reported 
in St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty this year totaled i39, the 
highest number since 1953, the 
local chapter of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Para- 
lysis reported yesterday. 

The reported cases included 
93 in St.. Louis and 46 in the 
county. Totals for previous 
years were 1953-315: 1954— 
132: 1955—80 

Of persons who received the 
Salk vaccine, 10 were stricken 
with paralytic poliomyelitis and 
13 with nen-paralytic poliomy- 
elitis. Two of the persons who 
had been vaccinated died. In- 
fantile paralysis also caused 
the death of three other per- 
sons who had not been vacci- 
nated. 

Under the school vaccination 
program in the city, 25,236 
children received one shot and 
19,796 a second shot. In St. 
Louis county, 23,441 children 
were given one inoculation and 
21,689 a second.

The objective of the coalition is to 
change Rule 22 which requires 64 posi- 
tive votes, sometimes called a constitu- 
tional two-thirds majority, to limit debate 
on a measure or motion in the Senate. 
The effect of the rule is to provide there 
shall be no limitation of any kind on a 
motion to change the rules and particu- 
larly Rule 22. 

To circumvent this requirement, Doug-

Foundation for Change. 


Although the present sponsors have 
substantial arguments for their proposal, 
they have little hope for success at this 
fime. They are making the fight to lay 
the foundation for an eventual change. 
In the first place, for the adoption of 
this plan, Nixon must rule that the Sen- 
ate is not a “continuous” body, and there 
is no indication that he will do so. Repub- 
lican Senate Leader William F. Knowland 
has said he does not favor such a ruling. 
In the second place, if the Nixon ruling 
is favorable to them, the sponsors face 
the prospect of a filibuster by a number 
of Southern Democrats adequate to talk 
ad infinitum to block a vote. In the third 
place, they must muster a majority to 
favor a rule change. 

This skirmish will mark the beginning 
of the current resumption of a much 
larger and longer struggle over civil 
rights legislation, which will continue 
throughout the session. The shock of this 
battle will be felt in other legislation, 
especially the conceded need for federal 
aid to education and increase of the min- 
imum wage as advocated by fhe 1956 
Democratic platform.

Much material for an affirmative nation- 
al Democratic program on major issues 
was readily available in the speeches of 
Adlai E. Stevenson and the “affirmations” 
or “position papers” the Democratic presi- 
dential nominee and the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee’s research division draft- 
ed during the campaign. This material 
will still have much influence with many 
Democratic members of Congress. 


Bases of G.O.P. Program. 


The documented Republican program 
will be formed by the past and prospec- 
tive Eisenhower messages to Congress. In 
refusing to join the advisory group, Ray- 
burn and Johnson let it be known that 
the Democratic record in Congress would 
be made by Democratic votes to enlarge 
or curtail the presidential recommenda- 
tions. Their argument was, in effect, that 
this piecemeal approach, which permits 
regional interests to determine congres- 
sional votes, was responsible for the 
Democratic retention of control in the 
Senate and the House. Stevenson's dev- 
astating defeat demonstrated, however, 
that it was ineffective in the national elec- 
tion. It could be successful again in the 
1958 congressional elections, but it does 
not hold out much Democratic hope for 
the White House in 1960 unless a truly 
national Democratic spokesman emerges 
in the next three or four years.

To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch: 

A recent headline reads: “Nixon 

oposes Congress study whole prob- 

em of refugees. Wants those other 
than Hungarians considered.” I won- 
der if the Vice President includes 
our own home-grown refugees, the 
thousands of Negro citizens who have 
fled and are fleeing the Deep South 
to the Northern urban centers? 

These people are fleeing from ter- 

rorism, injustice and discrimination 
much like the Hungarians. An im- 
portant difference is that alien ref- 
ugees in order to obtain permanent 
entry must have a sponsor and a 
job assured. 
- Negro refugees come North, often 
as penniless and friendless as the 
Hungarians in their search for free- 
dom but find no waiting Red Cross 
and in most cases find the doors to 
employment closed to them. It is 
little wonder that some of them 
drift to crime. 

The migration of these native ref- 
wgees in search of freedom is a 
much more challenging one than 
the plight of Hungarians; first, be- 
cause they are American citizens 
and, second, because they number 
fin the hundreds of thousands while 
the Hungarians admitted to the coun- 


try number only a few thousands. 


Perhaps the Hungarian refugees 


themselves will wonder if they have 
escaped to the “free world” as we 
Tike to call ourselves, when they dis- 
wover how American citizens of Ne- 
gro blood are treated. 


Even such a relatively progressive 


city in race relations as St. Louis has 
a Board of Aldermen too timid to ex- 
tend the right to eat or to be housed 
in public restaurants and hotels. 


Charity begins at home and let us 


clean our own skirts and make 
America a “free world” for all rather 
than merely some of its citizens.

As the Year Ends 


The major events of 1956 center around the 
international relations of the United States, as 
conducted by the Eisenhower Administration, 
and around the campaign of the President which 
resulted in his re-election by an unprecedented 
majority to a second term. What the major 
‘events of 1957 will be no one can say, but the 
prospect is that they will center again in foreign 
affairs with the role of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration again a most prominent one. 

As the old year draws to a close, it is reported 
by James Reston of The New York Times service 
that the President is considering a request to 
Congress for authority to use the armed forces 
of the United States, if he believes this to be 
necessary, to maintain peace in the Middle East. 

If this request is made and is granted by Con- 
gress, the President will. have a specific state- 
ment of authority for the Middle Kast similar 
to that which Congress voted in the Formosa 
resolution at the time of the Pacific crisis. 

The President, as the Commander-in-Chief, 
has this authority under the Constitution. Other 
Chief Executives have demonstrated this by 
their official acts on historic occasions. But 
since leaders in foreign countries know little 
about our constitutional powers, formal and spe- 
cific expression at this time of the great author- 
ity of the President to act in time of crisis might 
well serve as a restraining influence. 

No nation, including the United States, ought 
to use force in the Middle East or any other simi- 


lariv troubled area, without consulting the 
Lnited Nations. And even more desirable would 
be United Nations authorization. 


The devotion of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion to peace is admirable and for that devotion 
all the nation is grateful. The people are grate- 
ful, too, that the President is so firmly commit- 
ted to working through the United Nations. But 
peace is a goal and the U. N. is a means. Now 
the need is for a definite policy in Washington 
that will bring the goal at least nearer. Economic 
rehabilitation ought to be a major element. 

A positive, definite plan will require the Presi- 
dent to make choices, In the Arab-Israeli dis- 
pute, for example, there must be give and take 
among the warring neighbors. We cannot, in the 
words of Hanson W, Baldwin, ‘‘remain friends 
with all without offense to any.’’ 

Britain, France and Israel are extricating 
themselves from their lamentable misadventure 
in the use of force outside the U.N. They are 
getting out primarily because of United States 
criticism of their resort to arms against Egypt, 
under—let us say in their behalf—strong and 
persistent provocation. Their withdrawal leaves 
a void that Communist influence will occupy, 
unless a positive policy discourages it. 

President Eisenhower possesses an indorse- 
ment of greater magnitude than that of any of 
his predecessors. In foreign affairs, as in do- 
mestic matters, he may undertake to provide a 
full measure of leadership in the knowledge 
that he enjoys widest support. 

When he is re-inaugurated next month he will 
be, even more than before, President of all the 
people. And since he is limited constitutionally 
to this second term and since Congress is almost 
certain to be still more Democratic after 1958, he 
has nothing to gain by accommodating his plans 
and policies to the reactionary forces in his own 
party. 

Tomorrow night will ring in a New Year for 
us all, but foremost it will start a new page of 
opportunity for Dwight D. Eisenhower.

Politieally speaking, the year just closing will 
go into history as Dwight Eisenhower's year. 
He won re-election in a uniquely personal tri- 
umph—so personal that the voters simultane- 
ously declined to elect a Republican Congress;

him in the midst of world crisis. 

Yet in the Eisenhower year history will save 
a place for Adlai E. Stevenson, with a special 
citation for political valor.

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One, Century From 1857 


A century ago the population of Missouri was 
less than that of St. Louis today. The riverfront 
was jammed with packets, and on the state's 
western border jayhawkers and bushwhackers 
were fighting a bloody preliminary to the Civil 
War—the issue: Slavery. 

A century ago the case of Scott, a Man of 
Color vs. Emerson had gone from Missouri courts 
to the United States Supreme Court, which a 
century later has provided victories for men of 
any color in the struggle for full citizenship. 

The historic case of the slave Dred Scott, 
which had its beginning under the great dome 
of the Old Courthouse, came to a decision in the 
high court of the land on March 6, 1857. Chief 
Justice Roger B. Taney rejected the argument 
that since Scott had lived briefly in free Illinois, 
he was free upon his return to the slave-holding 
state of Missouri. Justice Taney held that slaves 
were not citizens and could not sue in federal 
courts, and that Congress had no constitutional 
power to bar slavery from any territories. 

Scott died a free man, emancipated by his 
owners who had initiated the suit. Within a 
few years a war precipitated in some part by 
the outery over the Dred Scott decision freed 
his people, and the Fourteenth Amendment an- 
nulled the Taney ruling. Ninety-seven years 
later the Supreme Court returned to the Four- 
teenth Amendment to order integration of the 
races in the public schools, Nearly 100 years 
later, in this passing year, the Court: brought 
down the color bars on bus lines. 

Today Missouri itself has shown the way for a 
half-dozen other former slave-holding states 
toward fair and equal educational facilities. 
Negroes are riding busses where they choose 
in Montgomery, once capital of the Confederacy. 
The school and transportation issues are being 
carried into the Deep South with the inevitabil- 
ity of the law of the land behind them. 

St. Louis in a century has seen the side- 
wheelers go and the jet planes come, but it has 
seen no more significant sign of national prog- 
ress than the movement from denial of citizen- 
ship to Dred Scott to the relentless pursuit of 
full citizenship today for all Americans. 
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Candle Lighted in-1956 


When the credits are drawn up for 1956 a 
prominent place ought to go to the opening of 
the Mellon hospital in Haiti, inspired by and 
named for Dr. Albert Schweitzer. Six months 
after the earthquake-proof clinic in the broad, 
sloping Artibonite valley at Deschapelles admit- 
ted its first native Haitian patients, the total 
number served had surpassed 5000. 

The story of how the hospital came into being 
goes back nearly nine years, William Larimer 
Mellon, grand-nephew of the late financier An- 
drew W. Mellon, was then 37 years old. He had 
inherited a fortune and the prospect was that 
he and his family would find life an easy row 
to hoe on their Arizona ranch. 

Then he read a picture-magazine article on 
the medical relief work that the gifted Dr. 
Schweitzer, musician and philosopher, was doing 
among the natives at Lambarene, in French 
Equatorial Africa. That changed everything for 
the young Mellons. Resolving to attempt on this 
side of the Atlantic what Dr. Schweitzer was 
achieving on the other side, he went back to 
college, completed pre-medical courses and then, 
at Tulane University in New Orleans, set out 
on the long and hard road the medical student 
must follow. His wife, the former Gwendolyn 
Grant, studied to be a laboratory technician. 
Haiti was chosen as the site of his hospital 
because Dr. Mellon found that this island repub-

lie has a population more dense than that of 
India, suffering from malnutrition and the dis- 
eases that develop from improper diet, includ- 
ing tuberculosis and malaria. The hospital was 
opened officially last June 26. Since then pa- 
tients, who arrive on foot and by burro, have 
ranged from 175 to 225 a day. Two days each 
week are given over to surgery and urgent cases. 
Special attention is being given to child care. 


So many have arrived at the hospital with 
lung trouble that Dr. Mellon is planning addi- 
tional facilities on the premises, Plans are being 
made for this in the new year. The Grant 
Foundation, 257 Fourth avenue, New York City 
10, is the means through which individual dona- 
tions are forwarded to Dr. Mellon and his fam- 
ily and the physicians and nurses they have 
taken with them to minister to the impoverished, 
disease-ridden people of our island neighbor, 
Haiti. All who participate might, like the 
founder, feel just a little ‘‘closer to God.”’ 
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A Boom to Control 


Is it up and up forever in the national econ- 
omy? The year 1956 was one of record pros- 
perity and most forecasts agree in predicting 
equal or greater levels in 1957. 


But it wogld be a perilous mistake to assume 
that because the direction still seems to be up, 
the nation has no economic problems to worry 
about. The inflation warning flag is plainly fly- 
ing. Whereas from 1952 to 1955 consumer prices 
rose less than one per cent, in 1956 alone thev 
rose 214 per cent. Except for Korea-war 1951, 
this was the largest single rise since wartime 
price controls ended in 1946. 


With an economy already operating close to 
capacity, demands on it continue to pile up, thus 
threatening further inflationary pressures. The 
Federal budget probably will go over 72 billion 
dollars. Business and consumer expenditures 
are expected to continue expanding. 


Clearly the great problem for 1957 will be how 
to maintain healthy prosperity and yet restrain 
the inflationary forces that menace the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar. In another form, the 
problem is how to achieve the best distribution 
of productive resources while operating near the 
economic peak. ‘‘Tight money’’ is no solution if 
it means that construction of vitally needed 
schools, highways and hospitals must be post- 
poned while credit and resources pour into less 
essential activities. What else must we have 
besides ‘‘tight money’’ to keep the economy 
stable, to encourage sound expansion, and to 
make sure that urgent social needs are met? 


The question will not be answered just by 
assuring ourselves that everything is better and 
better because it is getting bigger and bigger. 
A booming economy is not enough. The chal- 
lenge for 1957 is to make sure that the nation 
controls the boom lest the nation be controlled 
bv the boom. 
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Plenty to Be Done 


What would help spur progress in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area in 1957? Many things. 
Here are a few: 


A Missouri Supreme Court decision permitting 
St. Louis to combine its city and county layers 
of government. A new City Charter that elimi- 
nates the atmosphere in which ‘‘aldermanic 
courtesy’’ thrives. Revisions of the County 
Charter to make county government more effi- 
cient and economical. A real start on county 
reassessments to spread the cost of government 
more fairly. Vigorous support of the metro- 
politan area’s needs in the Missouri Legislature 
by the city and county legislators. A beginning 
(after a year of doing nothing) on the $39,000.- 
000 in public improvements that county voters 
approved ever so long ago. Continuation of 
progress on the city’s $110,000,000 improvement 
program. A start on the long-awaited middle- 
income housing project in the Plaza area. 
Stepped-up activity on the Daniel Boone, Mark 
Twain and Ozark expressways. And action on 
the Jefferson Memorial on the riverfront. 

This list is by no means complete. It could 
run much longer. There is plenty to be done 
and just 12 months in 1957 to do it in,

The ultimate decision was 
made by President Truman. He 
tells me that in making this de- 
cision he relied in large meas- 
ure on the counsel of Secretary 
of War Stimson.

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Reading and Writing The Woodrow Wilson Centenary S

POLITICAL SAINTS need to. be 
stripped of their legendary habiliments 
© from time to time. The Woodrow Wil- 
son centennial provides the occasion for 
a fresh look at the twenty-eighth Presi- 
dent, who was born Dec. 28, 1856. 

From several books marking the sea- 
son, Wilson emerges a less glamorous 
but no less great figure than tradition 
has painted him. He was vain, egotis- 
tical, not always scrupulously honest, 
headstrong, ignorant of foreign affairs. 
a superficial scholar, and more than a 
little opportunistic. And yet he possessed 
the almost mystical qualities of political 
leadership that enabled him to consoli- 
date in the New Freedom the progres- 
sive aspirations of a whole generation. 
He could evoke the vision of a world 
society organized for peace, and inspire 
men to reach for it across the desperate 
wastes of war. 

Wilson is known as our best example 
ef the intellectual in politics. But it 
was not primarily qualities of mind that 
enabled him to elevate the Presidency 
to a new pitch of dynamic power. Rather 
it was the force of an indomitable will, 
combined with a sublime conviction that 
he knew the nation’s needs and desires 
better than anybody else. 


HE WAS A TYRO in many areas of 
public affairs. His preparation for the 
Presidency consisted only of two short 
years in the Governorship of New Jer- 
sey—though he used to insist that any- 
body who had gone through the mill of 
campus politics would find political poli- 
tics mild as milk. In any case he was 
intimidated by no sense of inadequacy. 
He plunged into national leadership as 
if he had been predestined to it, which, 
in fact, is exactly what he believed— 
that he was the instrument of a higher 
power, chosen to lead the American 
people to a promised land. 

He did not, however, neglect to give 
Providence a mundane assist in impos- 
ing his will upon the unchosen. Arthur 
S. Link, in the superb second volume of 
his massive biography, brings out in tell- 
ing detail how Wilson functioned as the 
leader of his party in accomplishing the 
three great domestic reforms of his Ad- 
ministration—tariff revision, the Federal 
Reserve Act, and antitrust legislation. 

Always impressed by the triple role 

of the British Prime Minister as legis- 
lative, executive and party leader, Wil- 
eon tried to act like one. Within the 
limitations of our Constitutional separa- 
tion of powers, he succeeded to a re- 
markable degree. 
HE USED all the powers of persuasion 
and patronage to assert his party leader- 
ship over recalcitrant congressmen. He 
abandoned the splendid isolation of the 
White House to appear before joint ses- 
sions of Congress, harangue committee 
sessions, summon Senate and House 
leaders to conference, and appeal di- 
rectly to public opinion over congres- 
sional heads. 

“The Democrat who will not support 
me is not a Democrat,” he said, during 
the fight over the Federal Reserve Act. 
Sometimes he became exasperated be- 
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cause “public men, Senators of the 
United States, have to be led and stim- 
ulated to what all the country knows to 
be their duty.” But he led and he 
stimulated, and the Senators reluctantly 
did their duty, which meant passing the 
kind of reserve-bank and currency leg- 
islation Wilson wanted. 

Wilson was wise enough in politics to 
know that he had to strike fast, while 
his prestige stood at its peak, to accom- 
plish his reforms. Most of the great 
achievements of his Administration took 
place within the first few months after 
his inauguration. Thereafter he was 
preoccupied with schoolmasterish med- 
diing in Mexico and, finally, coping with 
the enormous problems posed by the 
World War. 

BOTH IN MEXICO and Europe, 
he blundered at times because of an 
assumption that by merely invoking 
morals and high principles the forces 
of nationalism, fear, greed, and the lust 
for power could be held in check. In 
the long run, however, it was his effort 
to found a world society on moral prin- 


ciples that made him great. He never 
saw the war as just a struggle for na- 
tional dominance. To him it was the 
birth pangs of a new order, in which 
nations would lay aside power for law. 

The tragic failure of Wilson to carry 

the Senate with him into the League of 
Nations can be laid to many causes, 
but none was more important than his 
own character. Two short biographies, 
by John A. Garraty and John Morton 
Blum, both frankly based in large part 
on Professor Link's work still in prog- 
ress, make this clear. 
WILSON’S POWER of leadership 
tended to burn out once the first flush 
of a new challenge had faded. Thus at 
Princeton he converted a young gentle- 
men’s finishing school into a first-rank 
university in a burst of creative energy, 
but when the momentum of his attack 
was spent and stubborn opposition began 
to make itself felt, he showed little 
talent for accommodation. He not only 
failed to achieve the .main aims of his 
career at Princeton—destruction of the 
social clubs and reform of the graduate 
school—but came to such a complete 
dead end that he was on the point of 
being dismissed when the nomination 
for Governor of New Jersey rescued 
him. 

So it went in the latter vears of his 
Administration. He showed less and 
less capacity for compromise, more and 
more addiction to petty personal en- 
mities. He failed to take the Republi- 
cans into partnership in the peace treaty 
negotiations, though they had won Con- 
gress in 1918, and stubbornly refused 
to compromise even on the few mild 
reservations that might have secured 
ratification of the Covenant. So the 
Covenant died, and the Presidency was 
committed to a nightmarish period in 
which Wilson, helpless most of the time 
but still. vaguely dreaming of a third 
term, abdicated effective control of his 
office for days on end to his wife. 


WILSON’S is a _ fascinating and 
tragic story, illuminated by moments of 
triumph, which must be read whole. 
Interesting studies of various aspects 
are offered by Professor Link, Virginius 
Dabney, Ralph McGill and others in a 
memorial volume—the fourth under re- 


view—whose proceeds are reserved to 
the Wilson Birthplace Memorial Fund at 


Staunton, Va. 
What gave Wilson his tremendous 


drive? He must be one of a very few 


men who decided in college to become a 


statesman, and realized his dream. In 


one new book (“Woodrow Wilson and 
Colonel House”), the theory is advanced 
that he resented his father’s domination, 
and spent his life proving that he was a 
better man. However this may be, many 
questions about him have not been an- 
swered. 

How did it happen, for instance, that 
he could switch so quickly, between 
1908 and 1912, from the reactionary 
views which caused Wall Street & cod- 
dle him as an anti-Bryan hope, to the 
progressivism for which he stands in 
history? Perhaps the answer is that he 
was, first and foremost, a politician. 


Salute to American Historians 


Sixty Scholars Brilliantly Retell the American Epic

THE MEETING IN ST. LOUTS 
of the American Historical Association 
provides a welcome opportunity to sa- 
lute the profession as a whole for pro- 
ducing a work as excellent in every 
way as “The American Story, From the 
Age of Exploration to the Age of the 
Atom.” 

It is just a quarter of a century since 
a book similar in scope and theme ap- 
peared and became a remarkable best- 
seller. That was James Truslow’ Adams's 
“The Epic of America,” whose sales 
exceeded 350,000 copies. Comparisons 
of the “Epic” and the “Story” are 
inevitable, but they will be pointless, 
if only for the reason that the first 
was the work of a single writer whereas 
the second is the work of no fewer 
than 60. 

Sixty members of the Society of 
American Historians—that is to say, 60 
of America’s foremost scholars all dedi- 
cated to being readable as well as accu- 
rate—have joined together, each con- 
tributing from his own special field of 
knowledge, to capture on paper the epic 
grandeur of the nation’s growth from 
nothing to top world power 

Here are Pulitzer Prize winners, Ban- 
croft Award recipients, galore. Surely 
never before has such a galaxy of his- 
torical talent been brought together be-

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tween the covers of a single, not very 
bulky volume. It will be enough to reel 
off just a few of the names represented: 
Dumas Malone on Jefferson, 
Brant on Madison, Claude Bowers on 
the Alien and Sedition Acts, George 
Dangerfield on the War of 1812, Arthur 
Schesinger Jr. on Andrew Jackson, Ben- 
jamin Thomas on Abraham Lincoln, Ar- 
thur S. Link on Woodrow Wilson, Frank 
Freidel on F. D. R. 


These names spell just one thing: 
authority. So if there is any one quality 
this volume has it is that of authorita- 
tiveness. This is America’s story as it 
appears to today’s top-flight historians. 


MORE THAN a word of praise Is 


due to the volume’s editor, the eminent ~ 


Civil War historian Earl Schenck Miers, 
who has also contributed one of the best 
chapters in the book on “Sherman and 
the Hard Hand of War.” Mr. Miers has, 
in our judgment, performed miracles. 
He has not only written the admirable 
connective commentary which makes the 
work remarkably complete and cohesive, 
but he has performed the feat of keep- 
ing his team of three score individual

star penmen pulling together in har- 
monious prose and has kept them all 
within amazingly close bounds of brevity 
and conciseness, without at the same 
time sacrificing color and sparkle. No 
contribution exceeds five pages in 
length!—which in itself is surely some 
kind of a record. It shows what fine 
results can be achieved when the em- 
phasis is on simplicity, directness, and 
broad human interest. 

IT WOULD BE captious criticism 
to point out that the quality of the col- 
lection is uneven. (Not even American 
historians are created with equal writing 
ability!) It is far more to the point, 
however, to say that the book as a 
whole measures up to a very high stand- 
ard and can be read with equal pleasure 
and profit ‘from beginning to end. The 
editor has added much to its attractive- 
ness by his choice of illustrations, mostlv 
of contemporary prints, cartoons and 
photographs. 


As the Society of American Histor- 
lans’ president, Allan Nevins has ap- 
propriately supplied an_ introduction. 
Since profits from publication are going 
to the Society's funds, to be used to 
further encourage good writing in the 
historical field, let us hope that ‘The 
American Story” will have the same 
success with the book buying public as 
its predecessor “The Epic of America.” 


Revelation of a Stimulating Critic 


D. H. Lawrence's Writings Show He Was More Than Novelist

IF D. H. LAWRENCE as a novel- 
ist is far better known than D. H. Law- 
rence as a literary critic, the fault is 
partfy Lawrence's for having written in 
obscure journals and partly ours for not 
having sought him out. Fortunately, 
Anthony Beal's judicious samplings of 
Lawrence's critical writings will go a 
long way toward remedying the situa- 
tion, and anyone who is at least poten- 
tially interested in Lawrence will find 
in Mr. Beal's collection a stimulating 
presentation of ideas and a multifaceted 
revelation of Lawrence's personality. 

Although Lawrence had trouble mak- 
ing up his mind about Dostoievsky, he 
had definite estimates about most other 
writers. Some of the views contained 
in his letters seem like snap judgments, 


but nowhere in his writings is there a 


lack of vigor or intellectual independ- 
ence 


Lawrence detested Joyce, Stein and 
Proust. He liked Wells, for the most

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part, but wrote a nasty review of “The 
World gf William Clissold” (volume 1). 
Thomas Mann left him cold. His esti- 
mate of Melville was high, and he ex- 
pressed a kind of backhanded approval 
of Hawthorne. He was attracted by 
Whitman's exultant spirit but repelled 
by Whitman's understanding of democ- 
racy. That precious word “excellent” he 
affixed to Hemingway. 

SOMETIMES Lawrence's energetic 
flood of ideas seems to outstrip his pen, 
and then his writing becomes fragmen- 
tary and almost hysterical. By far the 
most coherent, thoughtful, and provoca- 
tive essay is “Pornography and Obscen- 
ity.” Published about a year before his 
death, it is a masterful defense of his 
own work and a devastating attack upon 


‘ 
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the kind of censorship which led to the 
banning of “The Rainbow" and “Lady 
Chatterley'’s Lover.” 

Though far from being a comedian, 

Lawrence could do a good job of poking 
fun. His essay “The Nightingale,” for 
example, is a tickling snicker at Keats's 
expense, The one person Lawrence nev- 
er even smiles at is Lawrence himself. 
The selections from the letters show 
that in spite of urgent disclaimers, Law- 
ence was much preoccupied with what 
people thought of his books, and modes- 
ty did not prevent him from saying, 
“Read my novel. It's a great novel, If 
you can't see the development ... |! 
can.” 
ON THE WHOLE, what Lawrence 
reveals of himself and his ideas in these 
selections does him credit. In this high- 
ly verbal age, it is a comfort to read a 
man whose symbols never become fet- 
ishes, whose abstractions usually get 
back to earth, and whose profundity 
does not suffocate the understanding. 
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The first painting of the American scene, made about 
1564. by Jacques Le Moyne, shows French colonists from 
Fort Caroline observing Indians worshiping a decorated 
column. This and other Le Moyne paintings constitute 
useful research material in weapons used by America’s 
first settlers, subject of the book, “Arms and Armor in 
Colonial America, 1526-1783," by Harold L. Peterson. 
(The Stackpole.Co., 350 pgs., $12.50.) With more than 
300 illustrations’ and much detail about the construction 
and use of colonial weapons, the book covers an inter- 
esting aspect of Americana.

New Volume in Civil War Histor 


LINCOLN FINDS A GENERAL: A MILITARY STUDY OF THE 
CIVIL WAR—IUKA TO VICKSBURG, by Kenneth P. Williams. 
The Macmillan Co., 424 pgs. of text, 192 pgs. of appendix and 
index, $7.50.)

UNDOUBTEDLY THE MOST ambitious American 
military history project now under way by a single author is 
Kenneth P. Williams's seven-volume study of the military 
aspects of the Civil War, which, with the publication of the 
volume “Iuka to Vicksburg,” is more than half completed. 

But although the American Historical Association is holding 
its seventy-first annual meeting in St. Louis it is unlikely that 
Dr, Williams has been present for any of the sessions. Had he 
wanted to attend the professional gathering of his scholarly 
craft he would have to go to some other city. For the writer 
of this notable work is a professor, not of history but of mathe- 
matics, at Indiana University. 

Yet this is not at all inappropriate. since precision is the 
essence of mathematics and military history requires a thor- 
ough disciplining in precision. In any event, Dr. Williams's 
research and writing have produced history which so able a 
historian as the late Bernard De Voto described as “a solid feast, 
rich, various, and sometimes breathlessly exciting though always 
cool-headed—as close to being final as we are likely to get.” 

The author regards the capture of Vicksburg as decisive. It 
did not seem so at the time, but in retrospect it becomes 
decisive militarily. For after Vicksburg fell, the taking of Port 
Hudson was inevitable and that meant the reopening of the 
Mississippi. “No longer,” he writes, “could the Confederate 
states east of the river easily draw supplies in large amounts 
from the productive region to the west.” 

Yet there was something more than the opening of the river 
and the break in supplies. There was the beginning in the 
South of the loss of hope of military victory. And so Grant's 
“unrelenting siege and final victory” at Vicksburg made a 
turning point for the North. As Liddell Hart is quoted: ‘Loss 
of hope is worse than loss of men and land.” 


DR. WILLIAMS ’S history is the life of the men from 
Missouri and Illinois and Indiana in the lines and bivouacs as 
well as the strategy of the commanders at their headquarters. 
Grant dominates the volume which covers the action in .the 
West from July 1862 following Adm. Farragut’s capture of 
New Orleans, to Vicksburg’s fall on July 4, 1863—the Fourth 
of July present Grant had for President Lincoln. Maj. Gen. 
John A. McClernand of Illinois, who complained to the White 
House that he was being “persecuted,” figures prominently. 

This volume, like the others, is illustrated with handsome 
photographs of the generals and maps of the engagements by 
Clark Ray—maps that are models of clarity 

As planned, the next volume will conclude the war in the 
West, which will give it three of the seven. Then the two 
concluding volumes will recount the final campaigns of Grant 
and Sherman leading to Appomattox courthouse and Lee's 
surrender. Already “Lincoln Finds a General” is an outstand- 
ing addition to the literature of the War Between the States.

Excavating for the Layman

THOSE WHO THINK 
that archaeology is an esoter- 
ic seience far beyond the 
layman will be pleasantly sur- 
prised by the lucidity of this 
introduction to the technique 
of excavating and of inter- 
preting the leavings of our 
prehistorical ancestors. 


Intended as a companion 
volume to “Gods, Graves, and 
Scholars,” this book does for 
the prehistory of northern 
Europe what that work does 
for the Mediterranean region. 


_Never forgetting that the 
great names in archaeology 
are men as well as scientists, 
Geoffrey Bibbey spices the 
book with anecdotes like his 
account of Frederik VII, King 
of Denmark, whose wildness 
as a youth was curbed by his 


enthusiasm for excavating. 
Frederik’s natural bent for 
galety extended to his scien- 
tific interests so that excava- 
tions under his care were 
punctuated by champagne 
parties which did not inter- 
fere with the thoroughness of 
the work. 

The remarkable inductive 
reasoning that led Jacob 
Worsaae to divide prehistory 
into the Stone, Bronze, and 
fron Ages; Lennart von Post 
to date excavations by pollen 
count; and William F. Libby 
to discover an even more ac- 
curate method of dating by 
use of the Geiger counter is 
made easy to comprehend. 
THE STRUGGLE of 
early man to survive in an 
environment characterized by 
a slowly advancing and re- 
treating ice sheet, other ani- 
mals equally determined to 
survive, and a scarcity of im- 
plements, is an epic that 
loses nothing in  Bibbey’s 
telling.

IN THREE YEARS Eric Sloane has produced as many 
volumes that are valuable contributions to Americana. An 
accomplished sketcher with pen and ink, in addition to being 
a careful historical researcher, he issued “American Barns 
and Covered Bridges” in 1954. Then in 1955 he produced 
“Our Vanishing Landscape,” from which a group of farm 
house outbuildings was reprinted on this page at the time. 
Now comes “American Yesterday” (Wilfred Funk, Inc., 123 
pages, $3.95), with Sloane's accounts, in words and drawings 
of old roads, churches, houses, customs and habits. With 
amusing and informative anecdotes he revives the services of 
such forgotten workmen as tithingmen, sawyers, charcoalmen, 
plumbummen, wheelwrights, drovers, fenceviewers. 

The author-artist dedicates his book “to those who have kept 
the past alive, rescuing and sorting discarded objects with fond 
hands, yet not always knowing exactly what ‘they were doing: 
to those who hold to the New England belief that everything 
comes to good use in time, if one has the patience to wait.”

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“Operation Kiddy Car” 


Story of Korea’s One-Man Air Force 


BATTLE HYMN, by Dean E. Hess. (McGraw-Hill, 246 pgs., $3.95.)

THIS IS ONE PERSONAL NARRATIVE of combat 
experience in wartime which should be widely read. Probably 
one of the most unabashedly-honest examples of self-scrutiny 
ever set down upon paper, it has a broad appeal arising from 
the author’s humility and genuine greatness. 


Colonel Dean E. Hess of the United States Air Force is an 
ordained Protestant minister who left his pulpit in Marietta, O., 
at the beginning of World War II to serve in the Armed 
Forces—not as a chaplain but as a fighter pilot. In Europe, 
flying a combat tour as a P-47 pilot with the Nineteenth Tac- 
tical Air Command, he learned what it was like to kill a human 
being. 

Recalled into the service in 1948, he. commanded a train- 
ing mission in the Korean War. His men were to teach South 
Korean pilots to fly the F-51 “Mustang.” Within a year seven 
of the 10 American pilots in Hess’s outfit had been killed, 
but the Republic of Korea’s fledgling Air Force had begun to 
grow. No one, except perhaps the Korean general, Kim Chung 
Yul, deserves more credit than Dean Hess for building the 
ROK Air Force into the proud striking force of 1953. 


IN THE DARK DAYS of the retreat to the Pusan Perime- 
ter, Hess was regarded by the Army as a “one-man air force.” 
Once, while flying a mission in close support of the United 
States Army troops, he threw a shoe. at the Red troops, after 
his ammunition ran out, to gain seconds more time for the 
Americans on the ground. 

A total of 313 combat missions left Colonel Hess without a 
scratch. President Syngman Rhee decorated him with the 
Korean Order of Military Merit, awarded to only six Ameri- 
cans—all general officers—before him. 

But Hess’s real fame came from his “Operation Kiddy Car,” 
ihe dramatic air evacuation of thousands of homeless Korean 
children from the path of the Communist armies to the sanc- 
tuary of Chefu island. Hess and his men later established 
an orphanage for the children. Financing was created by 
what Hess describes as “an entirely irregular project that I 
would neither have recommended nor permitted under normal 
circumstances’’—establishment of a bar for the troops in 
Korea. As a result, he could send between $500 and $1000 
to the Chefu orphanage every two or three weeks. Within a 
year after he returned to the United States, Colonel Hess had 
raised another $10,000 for the Korean orphans by speaking 
engagements and public appearances. 

HOW COULD Dean Hess reconcile his religious training 
and humanitarian interests with killing people? He hasn't 
yet, though he mentions that Christ never explicitly forbade 
combat ... “in talking with the centurions He had said, ‘Obey 
your commanders and accept your wages.’” Hess doesnt 


exclude the possibility of deep-seated guilt motivating his 


work with the orphans. He painfully describes his feelings 
when he saw that the building he bombed at Kaiserslautern, 
Germany, in 1944, was a day school and an orphanage. 

A movie of this remarkable story will appear soon, and 
Hess's film profits, along with royalties from this book will 
go to the aid of Korean orphans. 

As one of the most graphic accounts yet published of the 
war in Korea, “Battle Hymn” richly deserves to become a 
best-seller. For the sake of those Korean children, and dis- 
tressed children everywhere, this reviewer sincerely hopes 
it does, 
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Col. Hess shown with Mrs. Whang, director of the orphanage he 
founded, and one of the hundreds of war orphans he saved when 


Seoul fell.

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Grave Crisis Facing Colleges 


Number of Students hs Expected to Treble in Ten Years 


By ALVIN C. EURICH 

THE NUMBER of college students 
rose sharply again this year. Because 
today’s freshmen were born in 1938 be- 
fore the birth rate started going up, the 
increase is startling. It makes predic- 
tions of future enrollments conserva- 
tive. Instead of a maximum, all signs 
point now to a minimum of 9,000,000 
students in our colleges 10 years from 
now—or at least three times the present 
number. 


How will we educate so large a num- 
ber? How will we find enough teach- 
ers? Where will the dormitories, class- 
rooms, laboratories and libraries come 
from? Who will pay the mounting 
costs? Can we afford to send so many 
to college? 


The crisis in higher education will be 
far greater than in elementary or high 
schools. When populations expand, 
when new communities develop, new 
schools are built. Not so with colleges. 
Practically no new colleges are being 
constructed today to take care of tomor- 
row’s students. 

Crises are seldom—if ever—met by 
traditional approaches. Imaginative and 
drastic action is required; otherwise dis- 
aster may follow. 

Scattered experiments show promis- 
ing approaches to the staggering prob- 
lems of higher education. A few stand

1, WHEN COLLEGES AND UNIVER-

Colleges have grown like Topsy and 
many have attempted to do all things 
for all men. New courses are added 
each year but few are ever eliminated; 
the result is an accumulation of aca- 
demic deadwood. 


One college found it could profitably 
eliminate half its courses in general edu- 
cation, Another discovered that 48 per 
cent of its courses were taken by only 
8 per cent of the students and that half 
of them could be dropped without af- 
fecting the programs of as many as 10 
per cent of the students. 

Not all small classes can or should be 
eliminated. If an institution will de- 
fine its functions more clearly it often 
finds that it can focus more sharply 
and serve a larger number of students. 


2. BETTER CO-ORDINATION OF HIGH 
SCHOOL AND COLLEGE WORK CAN 
SAVE TEACHERS AND CLASSROOMS 
AND AT THE SAME TIME REDUCE 
THE BOREDOM OF BRIGHT PUPILS. 

About 35 colleges now admit students 
on the basis of examination before they 
have finished high school. More than 
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100 give college credit for high school 
work when students show on examina- 
tion that they do as well as college 
students. 


3. THE FACULTY CAN BE USED 
MORE EFFECTIVELY. 


By usual standards, three times as 
many students means three times as 
many teachers. Yet it is obvious that 
we cannot find that many able college 
teachers and prepare them in time. 


More faculty members may be re- 
cruited from those qualified people now 
engaged outside of education. General 
Sarnoff has asked industry to release 
scientists and technically qualified peo- 
ple for teaching. Well educated people 
in the community can be employed as 
college teachers on a part time basis if 
the college will become more flexible. 


Teaching must be made more attrac- 

tive if it is to interest able young people. 
President Arthur Hauck of the Univer- 
sity of Maine recently reported that 
Maine's graduates of last June are earn- 
ing this year an average of $5700. The 
average salary of the professors who 
taught them is $4700. Will such a situ- 
ation attract the ablest seniors into col- 
lege teaching? 
TEACHING POSITIONS can 
also be made more attractive in other 
ways—through division of responsibili- 
ties, through employment of assistants 
and clerical workers to relieve teachers 
of routine responsibilities, through op- 
portunities for refresher work during 
sabbatical leaves and summers and 
through generally improved working 
conditions. 

Better utilization of the faculty offers 
a most promising approach to the teach- 
er shortage. Teaching is essentially a 
process of communication. We continue 
to carry it on as though there have 
been no new developments in means of 
communication since the invention of 
the printing press. We now have pho- 
tography, motion pictures, phonographs, 
microphones, radio, tape recorders and 
television—all of which can be used in 
education to extend the usefulness of 
the really great teacher. 


THIS YEAR the Pittsburgh school 
system engaged Professor Harvey White, 
vice ehairman of the Department of 
Physics at the University of California 
in Berkeley, to teach physics to high 
school students over television. While 
he is doing so, the whole year’s course 
is being filmed in color. Chicago will 
begin using the course the second se- 
mester of this year. It will be available 
through Encyclopaedia Britannica Films 


for use throughout the country next 
year. In this way, the services of a 
very superior teacher can be extended. 
Incidentally, through royalties this pro- 
cedure will make it possible for superior 
teachers to earn incomes comparable to 
the best in other professions. 


No one would contend that all in- 
struction can or should be carried on 
over television. The question is: Given 
books, laboratories and the best teachers 
offering full courses on television, film 
or some other mechanical or electronic 
device, what else needs to be done to 
provide students with optimum condi- 
tions for learning? 


4. MORE RESPONSIBILITY CAN BE 
PLACED UPON THE STUDENTS FOR 
LEARNING. 

After all, the important matter is not 
what the teacher teaches but what the 
student learns. Independent study and 
honors courses offer that opportunity. 
Also, non-resident work-study periods 
could be used to greater advantage than 
they now are. 


5. BETTER USE CAN BE MADE OF 
PHYSICAL PLANTS, 

Is there any logical or psychological 
reason why college facilities should be 
idle for long periods during a summer? 
Also, on many campuses class schedules 
are concentrated to a few hours each 
day. At one of our universities a study 
was made recently of plant use. On a 
seven-hour day, five days a week, class- 
rooms were used about 30 per cent of 
the time and seating capacity about 15 
per cent. We can no longer afford such 
waste or luxury with mounting enroll- 
ments. 


6. CO-OPERATIVE ARRANGEMENTS 
OFFER PROMISE OF USING MORE 
EFFECTIVELY THE FACILITIES WE 
HAVE AVAILABLE. 

The co-operative library in Chicago 
set up by 15 Midwestern universities is 
an example. The Richmond Area Univer- 
sity Center, Incorporated, in Virginia, is 
a case of several colleges using faculties 
co-operatively. Plans are under way in 
New England for five colleges within 
a five-mile radius to develop co-oper- 
atively library facilities, use of faculty, 
lecturers, maintenance staff and equip-

Milstein With Symphony 


Violinist in Fifteenth Appearance 


VIOLINIST NATHAN MILSTEIN will mark his fifteenth sea- 
son as a soloist with the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra next 
weekend. He will play the Brahms concerto. Vladimir Golsch- 
mann:will conduct the concerts at the Opera House Saturday 
at 8:40 p.m. and Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

Completing the program will be Kabalevsky's “Colas Breug- 
non” overture, Debussy’s ‘“‘La Mer” and the premier playing 
on these programs of two excerpts from the “Medea” ballet 
suite by the American composer Samuel Barber. 

“Medea’s Meditation” and “Dance of Vengeance” are from 
the Barber score of a ballet commissioned by the Ditson Fund 
of Columbia University for Martha Graham. The composer 
dedicated the score to Miss Graham who, with her company, 
first performed the ballet in 1946. Miss Graham uses the 
name “‘Cave of the Heart” for the ballet, but Barber's orches- 
tral score retains the original title ““Medea.”’ 

Milstein made his first solo appearance with the St. Louis 
orchestra in the 1929-30 season. In total appearances with the 
orchestra he is exceeded only by Pianist Artur Rubinstein. 
BORN IN ODESSA in 1904, Milstein studied under Leopold 
Auer, the famous teacher, in Petrograd, later worked with 
Eugene Ysaye in Belgium. At 19 he made a recital tour of 
Russia, appearing often with his. pianist friend, Vladimir 
Horowitz. After successful tours of Europe he made his first 
appearance in America in 1929. He has toured Mexico and 
South America three times and since World War II has ap- 
peared frequently in Egypt, Palestine and Israel. 

He is also recognized for distinctive contributions to the 
violin literature, including his cadenzas to the Brahms and 
Beethoven concertos and his “Paganiniana” variations on 
themes from several Paganini compositions. Among his many 
recordings are the “Symphonie Espagnole” and the Prokofief 
Concerto No. 1, both made with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra for Capitol. Milstein plays the famous Stradivarius 
violin known to connoisseurs as the “Ex-Goldmann” because 
it was formerly in the Goldmann collection. Milstein rechris- 
tened the valuable 1716 instrument “Maria Therese,” 
daughtér Maria and his wife Therese.

ment. It makes little sense for colleges 
so closely situated to duplicate each 
others’ . work, particularly in fields 


where personnel is scarce. 


Above all and beyond any of these 
specific approaches the crisis in higher 
education demands the application of 
the kind of ingenuity we have used in 
other areas of our lives. Elsewhere we 
have made it possible to produce more 
and do it better with fewer people. This 
is the American way. This is the only 
way these problems of higher education 
can be solved, as they will be, in the 
decade ahead. 


Transformation on the Plaza 
Effect of Tinted Floodlights on Downtown. City Buildings

THE TRANSFORMING effect 
of floodlights beamed on the sides 
of large buildings is arrestingly demon- 
strated in what has happened this 
season around the St. Louis plaza. The 
normal appearance of this area at night 
has been, by the nature of things, some- 
what on the gloomy side. The nearby 
business buildings, vacated for the 
night, usually are almost totally dark. 
Hitto for the public edifices—the Civil 
Courts, Federal, City Hall and Munici- 
pal Courts buildings. The activities at 
Kiel Auditorium bring a good many 
people into the plaza area at night, and 
by the time they have parked their auto- 
mobiles and walked a block or more to 
the auditorium, the emptiness begins to 
soak in. 


During the Christmas season, things 
began looking up around the plaza. 
Three of the buildings, and particularly 
Civil Courts, seemed suddenly to come 
to life. This was brought about by sev- 
eral batteries of 300-watt floodlights. 
Those illuminating City Hall and Munici- 
pal Courts buildings are temporary. 

But the lights now playing on Civil 
y ni vat are a peri ‘anent instal- 
lation, and even citizens who are among 
those not wildly enthusiastic about the 
architecture of this monumental pile of 
Bedford limestone are reacting with 
pleased astonishment at the result. 
SOME MONTHS AGO, Mayor 
Tucker proposed the floodlighting of 
downtown city buildings. After the idea 
had made its way through the necessary 
channels a $5000 budget was set up to 
buy the equipment; then the project 
was placed in the lap of Frank Kauff- 
man, the city’s chief electrician. 

Kauffman decided that he could do 
Civil Courts with 300 lights. He in- 
sta'led enough of them over the main 
entrances to throw a muted glow up 
the sheer sides of the structure, but re- 
served most of his resources in order 
to shoot the works higher up. There 
u.e@ now two new tioou lights installed 
between the bases of each pair of the 
logic columns in the Grecian-style tem- 
ple structure near the top. To throw 
light on the sloping sides of the step 
pyramid, Kauffman distributed eight 
poees around this feature, with six 
lie’*: to erch pr. 

When these 300 lights are turned on 
at dusk each day, the upper portion of 
the building suddenly undergoes a 
marked change of personality. Cut 
loose visually from their heavy base, 
the crowning features of the building 
appear to: take on a separate life of 
their own, ethereally afloat high above 
street level. In its daytime aspect, the 
Greek temple part of this architectural 
composite manifests itself primarily 
through the prominence of its columps, 
which stand out in strong relief. At 
night, with lights playing on the in- 
closed walls, the outlines of the columns 
are softened, and this tontributes to the 
Yeightening effect. Civil Courts these

THE ROSE-TINTED LIGHT 
now in use had been intended only as a 
Yuletide touch. It is produced by slip- 
ping ruby and amber pyrex covers over 
Several ar- 
chitects who hafe noticed the new look 
at Civil Courts commented that tinting 
the light preduced an effect of warmth 
and graciousness that they find particu- 
larly admirable. 

“Well,” Kauffman said when this was 
reported to him, “maybe we've got 
something there.” 

One architect mentioned that a prob- 
lem with floodlighting is its quality of 
sometimes accentuating the architectural 
shortcomings of a building instead of 
enhancing the good points. White flood- 
lights often backfire in this fashion, he 
said, and he considered the tinted lights 


an innovation that may attract favorable 
attention if they are retained. 


The Soldiers’ Memorial building, in 
the approximate center of the plaza 
area, has been floodlighted during most 
of its existence. Its normally white 
lights are temporarily tinted with gela- 
tine filters. The recently cleaned Cen- 
tral Public Library glows at night in the 
rays of 10 floodlights newly installed on 
the Olive street side. Librarian Louis M. 
Nourse had intended using them only 
during the holidays, but the lights have 
brought so much acclaim that he is con- 
sidering them as a permanent feature. 


City Hall and the Municipal Courts 
buildings are to be permanently flood- 
lighted within the next year or so. 
Floodlights were installed on the Fed-, 
eral Building 17 years ago and used 
until World War II. They remained dark 
until the holidays last year, and are now 
scheduled to go off after New Year's 
day.

JASCHA HEIFETZ is 
one of the few first rank vir- 
tuosi who are not content to 
play the standard items over 
and over again. In his efforts 
to enlarge the violin rep- 
ertory he has commissioned 
a number of new works with- 
in the last 10 years and the 
latest of these, the Castel- 
nuovo-Tedesco Concerto No. 
2, subtitled “The Prophets,” 
is now available in recorded 
form. The performance by 
Heifetz is accompanied by the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic Or- 
chestra with Alfred Wallen- 
stein conducting. ‘RCA-Vic- 
tor, One 12-inch LP.) 

The light and pleasant lyric- 
ism of this work would hard- 
ly suggest, unaided, the re- 
sounding utterances of Jere- 
miah and Isaiah but a musi- 
cal composition need not be 
judged by its title when a 
specific programmatic inten- 
tion is disavowed as in this 
instance. In addition to the 
eloquent melodic passages the 
work offers the customary 
number of opportunities for 
fancy virtuoso playing. Hei- 
fetz gives it his usual incisive 
and brilliant performance. 

On the reverse side he is 
ably assisted by the pianist 
Brooks Smith in an effective 
treatment of the Strauss So- 
nata in E-Flat for Violin and 
Piano. 


SCHUMANN’S SYM- 
PHONY No. 2. in C Major 
is played with an expansive 
ardor by the Israel Philhar- 
monic Orchestra under Paul 
Kletzki. (Angel, One 12-inch 
LP.) Schumann said of this 
work that it was “stamped 
with melancholy” which pre- 
sumably refers to the rest- 
less character of the first 
movement and the sense of 
unfulfilled longing that trans- 
pires from the largo. But the 
finale, to me, has a distinctly 
free and jubilant sound. In 
any case the whole work is 
alive with romantic beauty. 
The second side of the record 
is completed by a perform- 
ance of Schumann's Overture, 
Scherzo and Finale 


THE MOST AFFECT- 
ING performance, for my 
taste, of three Wagnerian ex- 
cerpts played by the Detroit 
Orchestra under Paul Paray 
is the Prelude to Act LI of 
“Tristan and Isolde.” The 
English horn solo communi- 
cates a somber hopelessness 
of spirit that could not be 
imagined except by a genius 
and could not be expressed 
except in music. The solo in- 
strument, here, has a marvel- 
ously dark and rich quality. 
The Prelude to Parsifal and 
“Siegfried’s Rhine Journey” 
are delivered with a full- 
bodied sound and plenty of 
authority. (Mercury, One 12- 
inch LP.) 


THE PARISCONSERYV- 
ATORY ORCHE S- 
TRA with Georg Solti con- 
ducting is responsible for re- 
cent recordings of two Tschai- 
kowsky symphonies. ‘London, 
each one 12-inch LP.) The 
Second Symphony in C Minor 
(“Little Russian”) is lively, 
and clear in delineation, but

the sound of the full orches- 
tra lacks resonance in the rec- 
ord I heard. The Symphony 
No. 5 is ideal in all respects, 
being warm, rich in texture, 
and pointed up with incisive 
accents and meaningful shad- 
ing. The famous horn solo, 
though somewhat light in 
timbre, is beautifully fluent 
in line and phrase. And it 
all comes through. 

A NEW RECORDING 
of Rachmaninoff's Piano Con- 
certo No. 2 in C Minor is 
played by the young Russian 
pianist Eugene Malinin and 
the Philharmonic Orchestra 
with Otte Ackerman conduct- 
ing. Young Malinin is much 
too free with his rubato; and 
since the reproduction of the 
piano tone does not properly 
sustain its sonority the result 
is both brittle and mannered. 
(Angel, One 12-inch LP.) 
RACHMANINOFF is 
also represented, though 
merely by derivation, in two 
contemporary piano concertos 
by Otar Takishvili and Otar 
Goddeli. Alexander Iokheles 
is the highly capable piano 
soloist. The two orchestras 
involved are the State Orches- 
tra of the U.S.S.R. conducted 
by Abram Stassavitch and the 
State Radio Orchestra con- 
ducted by Alexander Gauk. 
The two composers have very 
cleverly distilled certain es- 
sences from Rachmaninoff 
and worked them into well- 
made and superficially attrac- 
tive compositions. No strik- 
ing inventions of their own 
are apparent, ‘Westminster, 
One 12-inch LP.)

Handicaps of Playing in Opera House

THE PHYSICAL CONDITIONS under which music 
is performed have direct and indirect effects upon the quality 
of the performance and its reception by the audience. This is 
a truism, but its significance is not always uppermost in the 
minds of listeners. So it is worth re-stating from time to time; 
and I do so now for the purpose of examining the conditions 
that prevail at Kiel Auditorium Opera House and their rela- 
tionship to concerts played there by the St. Louts Sympfony 
Orchestra. 

The acoustical properties of the auditorium have never been 
satisfactory. Several conductors have called it a “dead” hall. 
This is a large and general term which is colored, perhaps; 
by subjective attitudes. But without going into technical cun- 
siderations it may be stated as a fact that the St. Louis 
Orchestra has a much greater vitality and resonance in a num- 
ber of other halls where it has played; notably Symphony Hall 
in Boston, Carnegie Hall in New York and several high.school 
auditoriums throughout the country. 

The Opera House is also. too large for the audiences that 

normally attend the symphony concerts, Its seating capacity 
is greater than Symphony Hall in Boston, Severance Hall in 
Cleveland, Carnegie Hall in New York, Orchestra Hall in Chi- 
cago, the new Ford Auditorium in Detroit and many others, 
As a consequence an audience of 1800, which would fill Sever- 
ance Hall almost to capacity,- leaves Kiel Auditorium half 
empty. The psychological effect of row upon row of unfilled 
seats cannot be measured; at the least it implies that St. Louis 
is oversupplied with symphonic music, which is not necessarily 
true in reference to a potential demand. 
OTHER FACTORS, unconnected with the size or acous- 
tical properties of the hall, also enter this situation. The 
auditorium is used—and should be used—for many purposes, 
which makes it necessary at times for the orchestra to re- 
hearse in one of the small assembly halls. On several occasions 
the program for the weekend pair could not be rehearsed 
until the morning of the first concert. These circumstances 
naturally work against an optimum preparation for a perform- 
ance, and more so, of course, when a new work is being under- 
taken. 

The location of the hall is a minor matter but not wholly 

negligible. The auditorium is a long distance from the resi- 
dences of most customers. Parking facilities—or the lack of 
them—are most important. On Basketball nights, all adjacent 
parking lots are pre-empted by sports fans because the games 
begin earlier than the concerts. The necessity of walking 
sevéral blocks from a parked car is an inconvenience that 
becomes a discomfort in bad weather. The Symphony Society 
could do something to ameliorate this inconvenience by con- 
tracting for a number of spaces on a yearly basis with a nearby 
garage. The cost would be negligible for the ticket holder who 
pays a parking fee in any case, when he can find a space. At 
best though, the handicap to attendance would be minimized 
and not completely removed. 
KIEL AUDITORIUM, being a multiple-purpose building, 
was not constructed with the interests of symphony audiences 
in mind, or any specific audiences for that mattér. The handi- 
caps to optimum performance and attendance are probably 
greater than were anticipated. Moreover, changes—particu- 
larly such changes as would better the acoustical properties— 
would have to be made by the symphony society and without 
prejudice to the other users of the auditorium. The obstacles 
are many and perhaps insurmountable. : 

So the conclusion seems inevitable: The symphony orchestra 
needs its own hall. If this sounds like counsel of perfection, 
it is still inescapable if the symphony concerts are not to suffer 
indefinitely from conditions that reduce the size of their audi- 
ences and the quality of the performances. This means that 
some donor—an individual, a foundation or an educational 
institution—would have to produce about $4,000,000. Con- 
ceivably, the new hall would produce revenue over and beyond 
its maintenance cost. If this could be established as a cer- 
tainty, a long term loan might be negotiated. But we are now 
getting into the department of dreams. It is time for those 
who specialize in making dreams come true to take over.

BUDAPEST, Dec. 29 (UP)— 
The government today  an- 
nounced mass dismissals of in- 
dustrial workers and govern- 
ment employes effective New 
Year’s day. It hinted that 
thousands of those fired will be 
drafted for work in coal mines. 


Tens of thousands of indus- 
trial workers and 32,000 white 
collar civil servants will lose 
their jobs, many without unem- 
ployment pay. A government 
dismissal decree promised only 
limited financial support “for a 
certain period” for some laid- 
off workers. 


It appeared that the govern- 
ment workers being dismissed 
could be drafted for work in the 
coal mines, where lack of pro- 
duction has caused power short- 
ages and paralyzed the econ- 
omy. Premier Janos Kadar has 
been unable to get coal produc- 
tion revived. Few factories 
were producing as a result. 

Finance Minister Istvan Kossa 
announced the draft plans. 


“The problem of unemploy- 
ment is not so serious,” Kossa 
said, “because there is a great 
need of workers in the coal 
mines and in agriculture.” 


He said industry would be 
able to rehire most of the fired 
workers “‘as soon as coal pro- 
duction gets back to normal.” 


The unemployment problem 
may be solved by the end of 
next year, he said. _ 

The government was concen- 
trating on economic matters. It 
ignored, at least temporarily, a 
bold statement by the Hun- 
garian Writers’ Association de- 
nouncing Russia for a “histor- 
ical mistake when it stained the 
revolution with blood.” 

This was a reference to the 
Soviet attack of Nov. 4 which 
crushed the Oct. 23 uprising. 
The writers denied charges 
that they sparked the revolt 
and pledged they would make 
no concessions to Kadar. Some 
250 writers voted for the pledge 
at a meeting. There were eight 
votes against it and five absten- 
tions. 

The resolution pledged “loy- 
alty to the flag that symbolizes 
that a nation was born again 
from the unity of the revolu- 
tion.” 


TO HUNGARY BY THE U, S. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP) 


has announced the resumption 
of all mail service to Hungary, 
effective immediately. 

On Nov. 21, the Post Office 
announced an immediate em- 


post to the revolt-torn European 
nation. It said it clamped on 
the embargo’ because United 
States mail destined for Hun- 
gary had piled up in neighbor- 
ing countries.

Constant War on Confidence Men 


Head of Better Business Bureau 
Tells of Efforts Over Years 
To Keep Sharpies' Hands Out of 
Pockets of a Gullible Public 


This is the first of a series of articles on the Better 
Business Bureau of St. Louis and its activities in pro- 
tecting the public against swindlers and confidence men.

OULD you care to know what you look like to a confi-

The picture isn't very flattering, is it? But there it is, accord- 
ing to Harry Riehl, veteran manager of the Better Business 
Bureau of St. Louis and thus in an excellent position to know. 


Riehl sat in his big corner 
office at the Better Business 
Bureau, on the third floor at 
911 Locust street and rumi- 
nated upon almost 40 years of 
participation in a three-way bat- 
tle between the wolves of this 
world, the lambs they are out to 
fleece, and the Better Business 
Bureau. The bureau is right in 
the middle, trying to hold the 
wolves off with one hand and 
protect the lambs with thé other. 


It’s sort of like a game. 
The wolves may change dis- 
guises, but they keep coming. 
The lambs try to stay a 
jump ahead, but the whole 
thing is complicated, says Riehl, 
by the fact that too many lambs 
are not only willing, but quite 
eager for the fleecing. 

The rows of steel files in 
Riehl’s office are jammed with 
the records of rackets and 
swindles gathered over the 
years. Piled high on his desk 
are reports from people who 
have been swindled or who have 
called up to find out if they are 
about to be. The former, Riehl 
reflects with sorrow, far out- 
number the latter. 

He picked up a file at random 
and looked at it. ‘““‘The swindlers 
haven't changed,” he reflected. 
“It's just that they've gone to 
college. In the old days they 
used to try to get in their 
licks before the bureau or the 
law caught up with them. Now 
they anticipate us. They fix 
their racket up so that, even 
though the intent is to swindle, 
it’s still legal. Here’s a good 
example:”’ 

The complaint was from a 
woman who had been taken in 
by a landscaping racket that has 
swept St. Louis and the whole 
country. Like many of today’s 
schemes, it is directed at the 
new home owner.

HE wolves in this case be- 
T long to a new breed of confi- 

dence men known as the 
*‘suede shoe boys. "How the term 
originated Riehl doesn’t know, 
but it’s an apt one. The suede 
shoe boys look and act like your 
best friend or your next door 
neighhor— well dressed, well 
mannered and sincere. Many 
of them make the old time con 
man look like an artless ama- 
teur. 


In this racket they come to 
the door posing as landscape 
architects representing a large 
nursery in another city. They 
even have a handsome cata- 
logue, in full color, showing pic- 
tures of handsome _ shrubs, 
bushes, pines and cedars. With 
a knowing air they make a map 
of the house and _ grounds. 
There should be some spirea 
here, some azaleas there, some 
ilex here and a cluster of ever- 
greens there. 

They produce two contracts, 
explaining that landscaping is 
a fall and spring proposition. 
If the victim notices, he prob- 
ably isn’t concerned by the fact 
that the spring contract has a 
clause which says that if for 
any reason the customer doesn't 
fulfill his spring contract, he 
pays a 40 per cent penalty. 

Pretty soon the fall shrubs 
arrive. The victim, who had 
visions of those fulsome bushes 
and evergreens he saw in the 
catalogue, is dismayed at what 
is delivered. The plants aren't 
fhuch bigger than a_ healthy 
dandelion. He has already paid 
for this fall planting, but he'll 
be hanged, he says, if he will 
pay for the spring planting. 
Then he looks at his contract. 
Also, he’ may recall that at no 
time did the “landscape artist” 
say that the plants he ordered 
would look like the plants in 
the catalogue. He merely let 
the victim paint his own menfal 
picture, and as Hatlo and Harry 
Riehl both say, they'll do it 
every time. 

“But the contracts,” Riehl 
points out, “are legal and bind- 
ing. There's nothing the law can 
do, and nothing we can do, ex- 
cept try to warn people.” 

_ * * 
IEHL has been warning peo- 
R ple for nearly four decades, 
but they go right on throw- 
‘ing themselves into the arms of 
confidence men with a regular- 
ity which at times might dis- 
courage a lesser man. But not 
Riehl. With him, honestly in 
business and advertising is a re- 
ligion, and he fights with just 
as much zeal as 
when he came to St. Louis to 
run the Better Business Bureau 
back in 1923. There seems little 
doubt that his was a destiny 
fulfilled. 

The background of the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau and Riehl's 
connection with it is this: 

Shortly after the turn of the 
present century some men in 
, engaged in both 
local and national advertising, 
began to realize that advertising 
as such was a sleeping giant. It 
was a tremendous force whose

possibilities they were just be- 
ginning to realize. 

But a group which had al- 
ready been realizing it for some 
time were the crooks and the 
con men, who had learned what 
a handy and dandy medium it 
was for bilking the public. And 
not far behind them were the 
shady business men who had al- 
ready developed some pretty 
good tricks. 

It was in 1910 that the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the 
World held an _ international 
convention at Fort Worth, Tex. 
The theme of the convention 
was the need for some controll- 
ing agency. As a result of these 
discussions, ad clubs in many 
cities set up what they called 
vigilante committees. Out of 
these committees grew the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau. 


Fort Worth convention was 

George M, Burbach,;manager 
of KSD and KSD-TV, who was 
then advertising manager of the 
Post-Dispatch. Long an advocate 
of truth in advertising, Burbach 
got together a group of St. 
Louis advertising men for a 
meeting at the old Lippe res- 
taurant at the corner of Eighth 
and Olive streets. Out of this 
meeting grew the first vigilante 
commiittee here, and out of the 
committee came the Better 
Business Bureau of St. Louis. 
The bureau was organized in 
1916. Of the 13 men who were 
active in starting the bureau, 
only Burbach and Marvin 
Holderness, retired banker, are 
still alive. The others were John 
Ring Jr., Noble R. Jones, Sidney 
R. Baer, D. E. Levy, Max Koe- 
nigsburg, Louis H. Budke, Ed-

ward Meade, W. A. Lippman, 
L. M. Monheimer, Carl F. G. 
Meyer and W. P. Chrisler. 


The Better Business Bureau 
had three managers before 
Riehl came along in _ 1923. 
He had been a department 
store advertising manager in 
Louisville, Ky., and a man who 
realized there was a big job to 
be done in policing the adver- 
tising business. He was first a 
member of the vigilante com- 
mittee in Louisville, and when 
they set up their Better Busi- 
ness Bureau such was his zeal 
that he ran it for six months 
without pay. After four .years 
he came to St. Louis. 

Back in those days the bureau 
was concerned largely with mis- 
representation in advertising. 
expressed to a large extent in 
misleading names and terms. 
Hudson seal, for instance. 
Women thought they were buy- 
ing seal skin coats, not know- 
ing that Hudson seal was 
sheared muskrat. Imitation silks 
were advertised under such eu- 
phemisms as “fiber silk, which 
there is no such thing as, and 
a thin cotton material called 
flannelette was advertised in a 
way to make people think it 
was wool flannel. 

Those were the peccadilloes 
of even the better stores, mostly 
bad habits which had been 
formed by advertising managers 
who had no real intent to de- 
ceive the public and who, when 
their attention was called to the 
matter, promptly corrected it. 

At the other end of the pole, 
however, were the sharpies, the 
men who not only had every 
intention of fleecing the buyer, 
but who lay awake nights think- 
ing of new ways to do it. And 


then in between, says Riehl, 
there was the gray area, neither 
black nor white. These were 
the business men who weren't 
crooks at heart but thought 
they had to resart to sharp 
practices to compete. 
* - * 

O a man such as Riehl, the 
T Billy Graham of Better Busi- 

ness, they were ripe for the 
message. This gray area, which 
used to be several times as big 
on the graphs as the black and 
white areas together, has now, 
thanks to the efforts of the 
Better Business Bureau, shrunk 
almost to nothing. 

But, ah, those boys at the 
black end of the chart! There 
aren't nearly as many as there 
used to be, but they've given 
Riehl many a sleepless night. 
Typical of some of the recalci- 
trants of the old days was a 
piano merchant, long out of 
business, who proceeded on the 
theory that there’s a sucker 
born every minute, and in order 
to take them kept his pianos, 
as the saying had it, “nailed to 
the floor.” 

As bait he would advertise 
a quality-built baby grand piano 
at an unbelievably low price. 
The piano would be sitting 
right there in the window, with 
the price card on it. But just 
try to buy it! 

“We even found out,” said 
Riehl, “that the salesmen had 
been given typewritten instruc- 
tions: ‘Sell this piano at this 
price and you're fired.’” 

The trick, of course, was to 
get people into the store. Then 
the clerk would start disparag- 
ing the piano and center the 
attention of the customer on an 
off-brand instrument which sold 
for some $200 more. No matter

buy the advertised piano. The 
battle between the piano mer- 
chant and the bureau went on 
for months, but the bureau fi- 
nally won. Only one man ever 
succeeded in buying one of the 
pianos at the advertised price, 
and he won out only because 
he filed a writ of replevin and 
came in with a court order. 
State and federal laws have 
now eliminated two of the 
worst evils which existed in the 
early days of the buréau—the 
bucket shops and loan sharks. 


One of the biggest bucket 
shops in the country was oper- 
ated in downtown St. Louis 
during the 20s by a man who 
used the phony name of the 
“Jerome Investment Co.” It had 
a sumptuous front office but 
back of it was what was known 
as the “boiler room,” where a 
couple of dozen men sat at tele- 
phones all day, their sucker lists 
in front of them, calling the 
lambs to the slaughter. 

Dwelling for a moment on 
sucker lists, don't get the idea, 
says Riehl, that they are just 
lists of names and addresses. 
It's a complete card index file. 
If you've ever been taken for 
as much as a couple of dollars 
for tickets to a fake charity, 
you're on it. It contains every- 
thing con men want to know 
about you, including your soft 
spots. For instance, if you're 
fond of children, they figure 
you'll be a push-over for a non- 
existent fund to buy milk for 
needy children. 

Bucket shops, for the benefit 
of a new generation, were out- 
fits operated by unlicensed 
traders in the stock market. 
They offered hot tips. If you 
bought, they held your money. 
If the stock went down, they 
bought for you at the new price 
and pocketed the difference. 
You might profit a little on a 
slight market rise, but if it rose 
too much and they couldn't pay 
off, they just declared them- 
selves bankrupt and went out 
of business.

COROLLARY of the bucket 
A snop was the tipster sheet, a 

publication which purported 
to give inside information on 
the stock market. Sale of such 
sheets was widespread. A man 
named George Graham Rice, 
whose tip sheet was widely 
circulated in St. Louis, died 
a millionaire. Before he died he 
wrote a book called “My Ad- 
ventures With Your Money.” It 
was dedicated, sardonically 
enough, to “the American 
damphool speculator, surnamed 
the American sucker, otherwise 
described herein as the thinker, 
who thinks he knows but 
doesn’t.” 


Which, as Riehl points out, 
merely served to bear out what 
most con men think of most 
people, as expressed at the be- 
ginning of this ary. 

There was no law against the 
operation of a bucket shop in 
the days when the Jerome 
Investment Co. operated here. 
Seemingly, the only way it 
could be stopped was for a 
victim to cry fraud, but vic- 
tims were reluctant to do so. 
But Riehl was determined and 
he finally persuaded a number 
of people on the sucker list to 
bring charges. Jerome got his 
come-uppance. 

While the bucket shops 
preyed on the avaricious, the 
loan sharks preyed on the 
needy. The worst form of the 
loan racket was know as salary

buying. Take a hypothetical 
case record of one John Doe, 
working man with a family, who 
needed money for medical ex- 


penses. He went to a “loan 
company and asked to bor- 
row $25. 


The man behind the desk ex- 
plained he didn’t have a li- 
cense to lend money, but that 
he would buy the man’s salary, 
which was $30 a week. He 
would buy $25 of his salary. 
He would give John Doe $25. 
On payday, John Doe had to 
pav back $27.50. This left him 
only $2.50 of his salary with 
which to feed his family for a 
week. The only thing to do was 
sell his salary again. 

So again he was handed $25, 
and on payday he paid back 
$27.50 ad infinitum, When this 
man finally came to the Better 
Business Bureau he had been 
selling his salary for a year. 
He had paid out $130 in 
“charges.” And he still owed 
the $25, 

* * . 


T was the Better Business 
| Bureau that started the fight 

which eventually led to leg- 
islation curbing the _ activi- 
ties of the loan sharks. It 
wasn't an easy fight. As Riehl 
learned, some very wealthy and 
influential men—in some cases 
men who were subscribing to 
the Better Business Bureau— 
had a substantial interest in 
loan companies. 


When Riehl first came to the 
Bureau his office was a desk in 
the headquarters of the Adver- 
tising Club in the Statler Hotel 
and his staff consisted of a 
secretary. As the bureau's 
activities increased, so did its 
staff. The bureau started with 
40 St. Louis firms behind it. 
Today the bureau has nearly 
2600 members:and it takes 22 
people to carry on its multifa- 
rious pursuits. 

At 63, Riehl’s hair is turning 
gray and his hairline has re- 
ceded. But his waistline hasn't 
expanded, and he still has the 
same tireless energy he brought 
to the job 33 years ago. 


He hits the office at 9 o'clock 
every morning. When he gets 
half through opening his mail, 
he jumps up from his desk to 
confer with a department head, 
comes back to his desk, holds 
a conference, talks on the tele- 
phone, slams his hat on his head 
to go talk to a merchant, and 
so it goes. He usually has a cigar 
either in his hand or his mouth, 
talks a blue streak, and is nev- 
er at loss for words or ideas, 
at least so far as they concern 
the work of the Better Business 
Bureau. 

In his fight against frauds 
and swindles, he reminds you 
of a man who is rowing to keep 
his boat from going over the 
dam. He can't let up. 

“We have a list here,” he 
will tell you, ‘of 750 basie 
schemes designed to separate 


‘you from your money, and each 


scheme has from one to 10 var- 
jations. Commercial schemes 
get more money out of people 
than all other types of crime 
combined, including bank rob- 
beries. 

“If I could In some way talk 
to all the people in St. Louis 
every day, I'd simply say, ‘Look, 
the odds are 10 to one 's 
a guy in St. Louis today who is 
out to swindle you.’”

OTH their home life and 
Biteic business flourished. 

They had four children, 
Charles Jr.. Townsend, Irving, 
and Ethel.

Irving was twice married, the 
second time to Roszika Dolly of 
the Dolly. Sisters. He died of a 
heart attack in Capri, Italy, in 
1953. Townsend, four times 
married, once to Constance Tal- 
madge, died in January 1955.

In 1913 she married again, 
to Sol Newberg, a paint sales- 
man whom she had known in 
her childhood.

$10,000 

Mollie was brought up in an 
atmosphere of wealth. She at-

In 1947 they were married. 


That same year, Mollie's mother 


died, and she and her husband 
moved into her family home, a 
mansion on the near northside 
of Chicago, built in 1911. Mollie 
took a course in architecture to 
learn how to decorate and re- 
model her home. She and her 
husband made it into a show- 
place, with wall to wall white 
carpeting, 10 - foot couches, 
plexi-glass gables, built-in hi-fi, 
costly oil paintings and antique 
furniture. 

Dog fanciers, they had a 
room built onto the kitchen 
which they made into a kennel 
for their Basset hounds, Traffic 
Stop and Showoff, which Mollie 
showed around the country. 
They liked the night life of 
Chicago's Pump Room and New 
York's El Morocco; part of their 
early married life was spent on 
the Riviera and in Capri. 

Mollie, pretty as a profession- 
al model, was always in demand 
when she was at home, to ap- 
pear in fashion shows for chari- 
table causes.

N December 1954 when Mol- 
[iie was notified that her 

grandmother had died and 
named her as her chief bene- 
ficiary, she said simply, “I am 
overwhelmed with humility.” 
Later on, she admitted quite 
honestly that she considered a 
healthy bank account a girl's 
best friend. 

Her sister, Francice, who is 
as pretty as Mollie, and her 
aunt, Mrs. Chagnon, were not 
as pleased with the terms of the

Last September, Superior 
Court Judge George M. Fisher 
ruled that Mollie must share 
her fortune with her sister and 
aunt Her lawyer, Walter H 
Moses, agan announced he 
would appeal. On Nov. 22, the 
litigation ended and Mollie 
agreed to surrender the money 


to a trust. It was shortly after 
this that her husband's firm 
went into bankruptcy taking 


some of her money with it. 
However, all is not black for 
Mollie Bragno’s future. Tax 
men, struggling to unsnarl] all 
the complications caused by 
the suit, came up with the news 
that eventually Mollie would 
profit more by having lost her 
inheritance temporarily than she 
would have made by winning. 
She will not have to pay an in- 
heritance tax of $8,000,000. On 
the death of her aunt, Mrs. 
Chagnon, she and her sister 
will divide the trust fund and—

Death of Two Giant 


Collier's and Woman's Home Companion, a Definite Part of American 
Scene for Many Years, Are Mourned by Readers and Writers Alike— 
at All-Time Peak but Advertising Revenue Was Off

NEW YORK, Dec. 29 

LEAKNESS and , sadness, 
B broken only by brave little 
jokes and an occasional nip 
of bourbon against the coldness 
of reality, fills the 18-story 
building on busy Fifth avenue 
here, where two great maga- 
zines took sicK and died. 
Colliers’s is no more, that era 
is ended, and The Woman's 
Home Companion also lies life- 
less in its page forms. They 
died just a few days ago. The 
American Magazine, a _ sister 
publication, died six months ago 
and already is just a memory. 
The Crowell-Collier building, 
and readers and writers every- 
where, mourn these passings. 
In the toughly competitive 
world of publishing, close 
doesn’t count. There’s no such 
thing as partial success—suc-

cess must be continuous, con- 
stant and year after year, else 
a publication is bumped from 
the top of the heap. 


These former leviathans, de- 
spite a glowing past, got bumped 
right out of the picture entirely. 
Now it is all over but picking 
up the pieces. But, all are 
agreed, it was close. 

“So damnably close!” said 
Paul Clifford Smith, the man 
who had the tiller at Crowell- 
Collier. “That's what hurts so.” 

“Heartbreaking elements 
here,” said Ken McCardle, ed- 
itor of the late Collier's, trying, 
editor-like, to view the situa- 
tion objectively as a_ story. 


“Ironic overtones.” 

But none of the magazine peo- 
ple could actually view things 
objectively, not really, for the 
bottom had dropped out—right 
at Christmas time droves of 
men and women were thrown 
out of work. 

Discharged to date were the 
majority of some 658 editorial 
and business employes, plus 
more than 2000 in the mechani- 
cal end. 

The first sardonic note went 
up on the bulletin board. Black- 
edged, it said: “We regret to in- 
form you there is no Santa 
Claus.” 

That note was posted on the 
fateful Friday night the Cro- 
well-Collier brass announced 
that Collier's and the Woman's 
Home Companion were folding. 
Now, except for a_ skeleton 
crew, to pick up the pieces, the 
once busy editorial rooms are 
empty, echo hollowly. 

— — - 


ITH a certain bravado, em- 
W pioves held their Christ- 

mas party, as scheduled. 
But it was not the happiest at- 
mosphere. Writers, with names 
known far and wide, ambled 
around looking lost. They de- 
lighted in telling one another 
about one of the many job 
offers to come in—Confidential 
Magazine, evidently not even 
trying to be funny, announced 
it was looking fora light writer. 

The magazine people looked 
much like the circus people did 
when Ringling folded its big 
top not long ago, and there was 
a certain similarity in their sit- 
uations—big-league performers 
left, all of a sudden, with no 
place to do their act. 

“Did they expect the maga- 
zine to close, after all the ru- 
mors to that effect?” Smith was 
asked. “Where they prepared?” 

Smith, stocky, peppery, al- 
ready a stormy legend in the 
publishing business, paced his 
carpeted office swiftly, back and 
forth, looking like a naval cap- 
tain on a bridge under fire. He 
said, “Intellectually, they knew 
it. Emotionally, it was a shock.” 

What happened to these 
giants, what brought them low” 

They kept losing money so 
they were killed. That is the 
briefest possible explanation. 
But beneath that is a paradox, 
a set of facts puzzling and some- 
what alarming to the magazine 
industry, for it throws out the 
window the first commandment 
of publishing—that a healthy 
circulation means a good ad 
revenue. 

This adage formerly was re- 
garded as basic gospel, no more 
to be argued against than the 
roundness of the wheel. Quite 
obviously, Smith said ruefully, 
it is not always true, and 


_Crowell-Collier has the wreck- 


age of a magazine empire to 
prove it. 

The fact is that-Crowell-Col- 
lier magazines folded at peak 
circulations, up in the millions. 
Nevertheless, the ads weren't 
coming in. Why? 

Some say ad dollars which 
might have gone into the mag- 
azines are going on the 21-inch 


screen. 
Smith disagrees. 


“There is a very real place - 


for both media,” he told us,

N ITS field, Collier's was 
| topped in circulation only by 

Life, Saturday Evening Post 
and Look. (Collier's had reached 
an all-time high ‘of 4,179;700 
and the Companion a peak 4.,- 
228,000.) Yet the ads were go- 
ing to the biggest giants, and 
Collier’s sat ad-anemically and 
skinny on the news stands. 

In other words, millions of 
people were reading these mag- 
azines—but the space buyers in- 
sisted almost to the man on 
beating paths to the even more 
gigantic publications. 

“It may well be the first 
time that death came in the 
back door, by way of advertis- 
ing rather than readership,” 
said a writer. But, death did 
come —the employes huddle 
around bulletin boards looking 
hopefully for appropriate’ job 
offers; the letters of sympathy 
and condolence pour in to one- 
time boy wonder Smith, now 48. 

Smith, at random, picked a 
telegram from dozens on his 
desk. It was from Herbert 
Bayard Swope. It said, “You 
are a victim of conditions you 
did not create.” 

Smith had brought in many 
men, primarily from the San 
Francisco Chronicle where he 
had been editor. One of these 
men wrote: “If I had known 
how it was going to end, a year 
ago, I still would have made the 
trip.” 

Another: “Everyone here ap- 
preciates the good try you 
made to keep the ship afloat.” 

“Very close,” Smith said, 
shaking his head. He was bone 
weary and going purely on 
nervous energy. The pressures 
of getting out from under, of 
closing down an empire, are 
enormous. He said, “If I could 
have raised just another $6.- 
000,000 to $10,000,000, well...” 

He had vast plans, for a pub- 
lishing empire to stagger the 
imagination: Even more maga- 
zines, radio stations, television 
outlets, any and all forms of 
“communication,” a word he 
uses constantly. But the ship 
sunk.

T was a stanch old ship, of 
| many pennants, and once it 

looked indestructible indeed. 
The Woman's Home Companion 
had been sailing along since 
1873, with top fiction and ar- 
ticles. 

“And the best issue ever 
would have been next Febru- 
ary’s,” Smith said, mournfully. 
The public will never see it. 

To freelance writers the death 
of these magazines is rough. It 
means even more fierce compe- 
tition in the rather fey trade 
of writing stories in the hope 
of selling them. To readers, it 
means less choice. 

“Editorially,” said Smith, “it 
produces a definite constriction 
of free expression. Newspapers, 
of course, are the most im- 
portant means of communica- 
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tion. But next {ts the general 
circulation magazine, with in- 
formative articles and built-in 
escape.” 


More nostalgia is connected 
with the death of Collier's than 
with the others. It was truly a 
piece of America, started in 
1888 by an Irish immigrant 
named Peter Fenelon Collier 
and in its heyday it was famous 
for its crusading: the quality of 
its writing. ‘(And to many a 
small boy for the extra income 
to be derived by peddling it 
on the street.) 


The first title was “Once a 
Week.” In 1895 it became 
Collier's. It grew up tovhave a 


vigorous, hard-hitting personal- 
ity; that of fighting journalism. 
and struck at evils in the patent 
medicine racket, corrupt poli- 
tics, adulterated food. Its edi- 
tors included men such as Mark 
Sullivan, Finley Peter Dunne, 
Norman Hapgood. 

Writers? Ring Lardner, Rich- 
ard Harding Davis, H. G. Wells, 
Conan Doyle, Rudyard Kipling, 
George Ade, Damon Runyon— 
scores of that caliber. Illustra- 
tors? Maxfield Parrish, Charles 
Dana Gibson, Frederick Rem- 
mington, James Montgomery 
Flagg. Editorial cartoons? Ding 
Darling, and for many years the

UT over the past few years 
B crowelt-coltier went deeply 

into the red.

makes, money. But the maga- 


zines lost it back. One reason 
is increasing production costs. 

“It cost 18 cents a copy for 
the actual printing of one issue 
of Collier's,” said Smith. “Ten 
years ago it was half that.” ‘A 
page ad in Collier's was costing 
$13,300 at the conclusion of 
publication.) 

In 1953, Smith was brought in 
from San Francisco to attempt 
to remedy things. By March of 
this year, the Christian Science 
Monitior, convinced he had 
pulled off the miracle, headed a 
series: “Smith Sparks Crowell- 
Collier Comeback.” 

As it turned out, close didn't 
count. Probably Smith made one 
of the biggest tries in magazine

history. He {fs not a man to do 
anything halfway. 

He had been a lumberjack, 
investment banker and foreign 
correspondent and, to complete 
the unlikely combination, both 
topnotch newspaperman and 
financial expert, skills not uni- 
versally found in the same man. 
He left school at the age of 14, 
hoboed around, worked as a 
longshoreman, rode freighters, 
box-cars, hitch-hiked. 

In 1931 he landed on the San 
Francisco Chronicle as a finan- 
cial reporter, then toured Eu- 
rope free-lancing, came back to 
the Chronicle in 1933 as finan- 
cial editor at the ripe age of 
24. In 1935 he was made execu- 
tive editor. The following year 
at 27, he became editor and 
general manager. 

He served in the Navy from 
the first day of World War II. 
In August, 1942, he was a lieu- 
tenant commander up to his 
kneecaps in paperwork. So he 
resigned and enlisted in the Ma- 
rines as a private.

Costly Shower 

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 29 (AP) 
-—-A morning shower, at home, 
_is one of the most simple tasks 
| performed by man. 
| For a Hollywood movie. it’s a 
| major project. In “The Broth- 
ers Rico,” co-starring Dianne 
Foster and Richard Conte, it 
_ took about a week's preparation 
plus two days’ shooting time to 
get a brief shower scene on 
film. 

The scene called for Conte to 
be in the shower soaping and 
lathering while Miss Foster 
handed him a towel. They play 
husband and wife. 

“Our main difficulty was to 
avoid what actually happens in 
any ordinary bathroom when 
anyone takes a shower. The 
vapor from the hot water alone 
—which steams up bathroom 
walls and mirrors—would have 
fogged our cameras. 

“Our special effects depart- 
ment had to create a mobile 
steam boiler and a concealed 
dry ice chest built into the 
shower fixtures. The 3000 
pounds of steam generated were 
first air-conditioned in travel- 
ing through the dry ice, a sort 
of de-vaporizing of steam.” 

It also took 825 gallons of 
water, counting all the retakes.

Q. How soon will you launch the first 
man-imade satellite into space? 

A. We expect to shoot a dozen satellites 
into space during the International Cieo- 
physical Year. The first should be rea@y 
for launching from Cape Canaveral, on 
Florida's east coast, by late fall. 

It will be spherical, 20 inches in diam- 
eter, filled with scientific instruments. The 
total weight will be 21'2 pounds. 

Q. How will it reach outer space? 

A. It will be carried by a three-stage 
rocket 72 feet long, guided by internal 
controls. The first will burn out 
about 36 miles above the earth, then drop 
off. The second motor wil take over, driv- 
ing the rocket to a height of about 140 
miles. It will coast to a desired altitude of 
250 to 300 miles, where the nose cone will 
be eyected. Then the third-stage motor will 
propel the satellite into its orbit with the 
necessary velocity of 18,000 mph. 

It will about the earth once 
every 90 minutes, moving in a latitude 
range of about 40 degrees on either side 
of the equator. Its elliptical path will take 
it from 200-300 to perhaps 800-1,500 
miles above the earth. 

Q. How will you he able to find and 
follow such a tiny object? 

A. The satellite will contain a

A. At dawn and twilight, it will reflect 
the sun’s rays against a dark sky and will 
be visible as a bright speck moving across 
the heavens — somewhat like a shooting 
Star.

Q. What about the North Pole? 

A. Asimilar program will be conducted 
in the Arctic regions. We actually will have 
two drifting ice stations in the Arctic 
Ocean. One important study will have to 
do with the Northern Lights. Amateur 
observers in northern United States and 
Canada will be asked to help us. 

Q. Will you he able to use amateurs or 
volunteers in any other activities? 

A. Of course, we need trained scientists 
for most of our work. But ham radio op- 
erators may be able to help in our study of 
long-range radio waves. Those who wish 
to cooperate should get in touch with the 
American Radio Relay League, West 
Hartford, Conn. 

Q. Besides the two poles, what other 
revions will be studied intensively? 

A. We will make a major effort right 
here in the United States. We will coordi- 
nate studies with Canada and our Latin 
American neighbors. We plan oceano- 
vraphic research in both the Atlantic and 
Pacific. We will establish stations on the 
equatorial Pacific islands. With 55 nations 
participating, of course, the whole world 
will be probed and mapped in a dozen 
fields of geophysics. 

Q. Who will foot the bill? 

A. Congress already has appropriated 
$39 million for the American effort. Many 
millions more are involved in logistics 
support, which will be provided by the 
Detense Department. Major scientific in- 
stitutions are collaborating. 

Q. in summary, Dr. Kaplan, what do 
we hope to get out of the International 
Geophysical Year? 

A. There will be advances in weather 
forecasting and radio communications, to 
be sure. But more important will be the 
new and fundamental discoveries we hope 
to make. These will affect every human 
being. because the fields of geophysics are 
closely entwined with our everyday lives.

N THE VERGE of another New Year, how does the 
future look to those who own it — today’s young 
people? In their adult years, what kind of jobs will 

they choose? Will they hitch their wagons to stars, or be 
satisfied with mere routine? Will they make the classic 
Struggle for rags to riches, or just aim to make a living? 
Will they burn to set the world right, or take things as 
they come? 

The answers to these questions can be vastly important 
for the U.S. and the whole world. The race for techno- 
logical supremacy may depend on how many of today’s 
youngsters grow up to be scientists and engineers. The 
battle for men’s minds will be fought by today’s young 
idealists as tomorrow’s political pamphleteers. This gen- 
eration will be challenged to find answers to great issues: 
communism vs. capitalism, prosperity vs. depression, war 
VS. peace. 

To find out the answers to these questions, PARADE 
has gone to the youngsters themselves. Research teams 
interviewed three important age groups in three repre- 
sentative schools: the 109 third-graders in Hoover School, 
Yakima, Wash.; the 277 eighth-graders at McKinley 
School, Cedar Rapids, lowa, and 350 graduating seniors 
at North and Central High Schools in Binghamton, N.Y. 

What PARADE learned is in some ways reassuring, in 
other ways disappointing. Summed up, here are the 
survey's findings: 

© At all ages, nursing and secretafial work vie for 
first choice among girls; scientific and technical fields 
rank consistently high with boys. 

e Science, engineering and teaching — three profes- 
sions now seriously short-handed — seem certain to get 
a flood of recruits in the future. (But only one boy of 
the hundreds intefviewed picked atomics as his field.) 

e Third-graders are most adventuresome and ro- 
mantic; eighth-graders are full of idealistic zeal to help 
humanity; twelfth-graders are less imaginative, less 
steamed up and frequently a bit cynical. 

e Not one would-be Lincoln, Edison, Einstein or Ford 
turned up in the survey group. 

e Today's kids are extremely security-conscious. One 
eighth-grader, aged 14, wants an industrial job “because 
you get a good pension.” 


Where Are the Fire Chiefs? 


Broken down by age groups, here’s what the survey 
learned: 

The third-graders in Yakima are television fans — and 
their ambitions show it. First choice among boys was 
pohtceman or detective (plus one sheriff), and most of 
them added, “like the ones on TV.” In second place was 
another perennial, military service, including one boy 
who planned to be a general. But, in spite of the old tra- 
ditions, the survey turned up not one fire chief and no 
railroad engineers. 

Girls voted overwhelmingly for nursing. A strong sec- 
ond, however, was teaching; and many of the candidates 
declared they wanted to be “just like my teacher.” And 
even at that age, secretarial work ran strong. 

Many of the youngsters realized that ambitions were 


fleeting at age 8 — particularly others kids’ ambitions. 
“Some of these kids, they want to be something different 
every day,” one boy said scornfully. “But I’ve always 
wanted to be a policeman.” 

A few admittedly are subject to change. “I was just 
thinking I'd like to be a toy-store man.” said one boy 
wistfully. And then there was the prospective cowgirl: 
“Maybe I'd ride in rodeos. Or maybe I'd get married and 
my husband and me would run a ranch and round up the 
cattle, and I'd do the cooking.” 

At least one boy had had a rather emphatic change of 
heart. His current ambition is to be a professional foot- 
ball player. “I used to want to be a boxer,” he explained, 
“but after my brother — he’s only 6 but he’s pretty big 
— gave me some rough punches, | decided on football 
instead.” 


Archeologists — and a Professional Bum 


The eighth-graders in Cedar Rapids are cloud-borne 
by dreams of saving the world, having startling adven- 
tures or winning great acclaim; nothing is too lofty for 
them to shoot at. But even the kids fear that this is only 
temporary. One girl listed her ambition as “wild-animal 
photographer,” but added, “When I'm older, | probably 
will decide differently.” 

Of the 130 boys interviewed, the biggest single group, 
25, wanted to be scientists or engineers; next in order 
came craftsmen of various kinds and then military serv- 
ice. Nearly a third of the 147 girls chose nursing and 
another fifth secretarial work. (And two of them spelled 
it “secatery.”’) 

Sprinkled among these, however, were a liberal num- 
ber of off-beat, humanitarian and romantic ambitions, 
as the group photo on page 9 shows. Besides those pic- 
tured, the eighth grade includes 10 would-be entertainers, 
four models, two archeologists, a world traveler, a big- 
game hunter, two missionaries, a minister, a “professional 
bum” and a girl who plans to marry a doctor and start a 
hospital in the African jungle. 

The urge to help others runs strong. “My dad has 
ulcers, and he suffers,” one boy said. “1 would like to be 
a doctor and devote my life so people wouldn't suffer 
any more.” A girl picked nursing “not for the glory and 
romance, but for the satisfaction that comes from helping 
someone get well.” Said a prospective minister: “I want 
to help others find faith.” Even a would-be policeman was 
more eager to prevent accidents than track criminals. 

There also was something a little touching in many of 
the answers. One girl was asked why she wanted to be a 
fashion model. “Because then I would be popular,” she 
replied. “I just want to be a plain ordinary housewife,” 
another girl said. “My mother has to work and she comes 
home tired. No one has time to be a good housewife and 
work, too.” 

The twelfth-graders of Binghamton, drawing close to 
adulthood, are sobered by that thotght. They're not as 
anxious to get going as the third-graders of Yakima or 
eighth-graders of Cedar Rapids. And — although many 
can name the company they plan to work for, or even 
the person they plan to marry — a large number still are

undecided on their futures. Said one of them, a little 
desperately: “I just want a good job — any kind of a 
good job.” 

A good job, to the biggest bloc of boys, means 
science or engineering. The proportion is smaller than 
in eighth grade, however. And military service, now 
that it’s imminent, also has suffered a dropoff. PARADE’s 
survey, however, turned up more machinists, drafts- 
men, salesmen and contractors. Five lawyers and a 
smattering of white-collar workers also appeared. 
And there was still one policeman. 

Among girls, marriage seemingly ran a poor eighth, 
represented by three who planned to wed immediately 
after graduation. But actually it ran first. Most of the 
secretaries, the largest group, admitted this choice was 
only temporary. A heavy representation of home 
economists said they were preparing to be better home- 
makers. Nurses also considered their choice a prep- 
aration for marriage. And two girls who picked the 
women’s military services said they wanted to see the 
world before settling down. 

Some traces of idealism remain. “I would like a 
part in the molding of America’s future,” said one 
girl who picked teaching. The most common reason 
for choosing a job, however, was stated baldly: “It 
pays good money.” A few admitted that they were 
choosing the most profitable line of work over one 
they really preferred. 


Making a Balance Sheet 


Others hinted they were yielding to family pressure. 
Said one prospective lawyer, “My father has built up 
a sizable practice and it would be foolish to give it 
up.” But many indicated they had carefully made their 
choice after weighing all their assets and liabilities. 
“I have decided on engineering because science and 
math are my strong points in school,” one boy summed 
it up. 

How does this all add up? Although using a rela- 
tively small sample, PARADE’s survey parallels findings 
of other studies. A recent survey by the National Edu- 
cation Association showed an increasing trend toward 
science, engineering and _ teaching — particularly 
among superior students. And a Purdue University 
survey of youth’s attitudes toward work ranked doc- 
tors as having highest status — but showed scientists 
and engineers moving up. 

What does it indicate for the future? Probably that, 
in spite of some disquieting signs, today’s youngsters 
aren’t much different from yesterday's. Only one 
Edison may turn up in a generation, but a lot of hard- 
working lesser lights keep the world going in the 
meantime.

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GAZA—MIDEAST SORE SPOT 


Tiny Strip of Semidesert Is a Crucial Issue Between Israel and Egypt 


Holding her son in one arm, a barefooted Arab woman reaches 
for an orange with the other and hopefully seeks to make a 
sale. Gaza’s refugee problem is perpetuated by Israeli opposi- 
tion to their return and by Egypt's refusal to let them resettle in 
Egypt. Israel has offered compensation for the property they left. 
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At a market in Gaza, curbstone vendors display 
their produce, and careful shoppers compare 
the offerings. Two women carry baskets on 
their heads, a customary practice. The road at 
rear leads to the city’s modern section. Gaza, 
from which the strip takes its name; had a pop- 
ulation of 15,000 before the Arab-Israeli conflict.

NE OF THE MIDDLE EAST'S big problems is 

a little neck of land called the Gas Strip. It 

is barely 30 miles long and ranges from only 

two to six miles wide.

Like so many Mideast sore 5 cme the Gaza 
Strip has long been a diplomatic loose end. Al- 
though within the historic boundaries of Palestine, 
it was in Egyptian hands at the conclusion of the 
Arab - Israeli war in 1949. Under truce terms, which 
did not spel] out an ultimate disposition, Egypt was 
placed in control of Gaza. By then the tiny strip 
was crowded with more than 200,000 Arab refugees 
from Israel who had fled behind Egyptian lines at 
the start of the war. 

As time passed, the refugee problem continued 
with no steps toward solution, and the territory be- 
came the source of intermittent—and often severe 
—border fighting between Israel and Egypt. Sei- 
zure of the narrow neck was one of Israel's princi- 
pal objectives when she invaded Egypt in October, 
and it fell quickly. 

But Gaza remains a fertile field for trouble. 
Egypt contends that it should be evacuated under 
the United Nations order for an Israeli withdrawal 
from Egypt. Israel, asserting that Gaza is not 
Egyptian soil, says her forces will remain. And 
then there are the refugees. Wretchedly poor, they 
subsist (on 1600-calorie daily rations distributed 
by the U.N. Relief and Works Agency) and wait. 
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An Arab schoolboy’s recitation draws warm smiles from two im- 
portant visitors upon resumption of classes following the Israeli in- 
vasion.

album from PICTURES, has been an uncommon year. For a 
period in which the world supposedly was at peace, the inter- 


national scene was marked by an uncommon amount of gunfire and 
other violence. 


In the: United States, voters produced some uncommon election re- 
sults. They gave a Republican President another four years in the 
White House by an overwhelming plurality, but gave the Democrats 
control of both houses of Congress. Not since 1848 had a party win- 
ning the presidency failed to carry at least one legislative chamber.

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Light Gives Dreher's Plexiglass 
Forms Inner and Outer Life 


This piece of prismatic sculpture, held in the 
hand of its maker to show its intimate scale, 
is called “Song Bird.” It will be poised on 
a base for display. Dreher’s forms are de- 
signed for classic purity of shape; this styl- 
ized figure of a bird retains only the prin- 


ciple contours of body and head. “Newborn Snail” is the title of this curving 


form actually modeled from that of a young 

snail. It is base-lighted through a blue filter, 

and refraction causes some planes to carry 

this blue light while others remain unaffected. 

When the sculpture is viewed from other sides, 
the light tint flows into other facets.

EVERAL MONTHS AGO, Fred Dreher, St. Louis artist who teaches at John 
Burroughs School, began experimenting with plexiglass as a medium for 
sculpture. The material that first came into prominence in the form of 

“blisters on World War II bombing planes has, in this new use, a number 
of interesting features. 

It is soft enough to be worked with ordinary home workshop tools; when 
it has been finished to a high luster by sanding, buffing and polishing, it 
takes on the crystal clarity of fine glass; placed over a source of light, it 
comes to life with a flash of prismatic colors that are varied as one moves 
about the piece and views its facets and planes from different points. 

Sculpture, which has been called the art of taking away material, has 
always been concerned with attaining the fullest possible realization of its 
outer surface. The British sculptor, Henry Moore, carried this a step further 
by cutting openings, or voids, in his bulks to give the figures a new rela- 
tionship with space. Dreher’s figures, which he calls prismatic sculpture, put 
the outer, inner and far sides of the work on view simultaneously. The planes 
are faceted to produce both refraction and reflection of light. 

Dreher'’s prismatic sculptures will be exhibited in a one-man show at 
the Artists’ Guild, 812 Union boulevard, from January 6 through January 16.

APAN, TO WHOM PRESTIGE is a cherished

the nation lost 11 years ago when it signed 
its surrender on the decks of the U.S.S. Missouri. 
After years of bidding for recognition, the Jap- 
anese became the eightieth member of the 
United Nations. The votes of the 11-member 
Security Council and the General Assembly 
were unanimous. 

Four previous attempts at a by the 
world organization were blocked by Soviet ve- 
toes. This time Russia's red light switched to 
green. Significantly, two months ago Japan and 
Russia formally agreed to a peace treaty. The 
treaty ee | prolonged negotiations between 
the two nations. 

One of the possible outgrowths of this new 
understanding. is that Japan, whose postwar 


economy is in need of foreign markets, may re- 
sume normal trade with Communist China. This 
rome is heightened by the subsequent ac- 
tion of the lower house of the Japanese Diet. 
By a vote of 291 to 150 it named as J ‘s new 
Prime Minister Tanzan Ishibashi, on is on 
record as favoring increased trade with Red 
China. Ishibashi, 72-year-old publisher who 
was purged fromthe Japanese cabinet by Gen- 
eral Douglas MacArthur in the early days of 
United States occupation, takes the position that 
there must be greater equality between the 
United States and Japan. 

Japan has not forgotten the destructive 
clouds that finished it off in 1945. In its first mes- 
sage to the United Nations after becoming a mem- 
ber, Japan, through Foreign Minister Mamoru 
Shigemitsu, urged the abolition of nuclear war. 


Greeted with applause in the historic moment, Shigemitsu shuffles his 
notes before speaking. He weighed each word carefully, spoke deliber- 
ately in English. He alluded to the atomic bomb destruction of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, and praised the U.N.'s efforts toward universal disarmament.
